City Schools Maintain Open Door Policy

Last week thedaytimeuses 
of the Virginia Beach public 
schools were examined. This 
week the night time uses will 
be considered. 

Adults enrolled In night 
school classes offered by ttie 
Virginia Beach Public Schools 
have increased 500 percent in 
a year. Last year there were 
eight classes; this year there 
are 41. And there Is money 
allocated in next year's budget 
for 70 classes. 

But this is far from the 
total picture. There are also 
classes sponsored by the Parks 
and Recration Department, phy- 
sical education programs and 
classes offered by three coll- 
ies— a fourth win be added 
ne)d fall. 

The City's adult pr<^ram Is 
divided Into five sections. One 
is the Basic Education program 
whldi is designed to meet Uie 
educational needs d adults who 



have not completed the eighth 
grade. There are presently six 
classes. 

Second is the General Adul^ 
Education program which can 
satisfy high school diploma re- 
quirements or can be used for 
personal Improvement. Frank 
Taylor, director of adult and 
vocational education, told of one 
husband and wife team who will . 
both get diplomas this year. 

Anottier program^ is General 
Educational Developfnent^ Stu- 
dents passing the GEO test is 
the ^ttlvalent of a high school 
diploma and enables students 
who so desire to take College 
Board exams. The next is sch- 
eduled for March 29. About 400 
persons a year take the test, 
Taylor said. 

Enrichment courses were 
added last fall to give adults 
an oHwrtunlty to pursue special 
areas of Interest and to devel- 
op leisure time avocations. In- 



cluded in this is crafts. 

There are also a number 
of Special Job Training classes 
which include everything from 
business courses to drafting, 
woodshop, welding ami upholst- 
ery. 

Part of the Increase Is att- 
ributed to the lowering of fees 
to $2 plus books. 

Said Taylor, "The most sign- 
ificant thing Is that it's (the 
adult program) is growing fas- 
ter than any other educational 
program we have in the city. 
That's a nationwide tirend . Five 
years from now we could easily 
have 5,000 persons."

Taylor said ttiat 
$11,600 was ^pUed for and 
approved for classes last sem- 
ester and $18,000 In state funds 
was approved for ttie Spring 
Semester.

Virginia Beach City Atforney 
Harry Marshall Monday pre- 
sented City Council wittiadozen 
clarifying recommendations 
concerning the proposed Vir- 
ginia Constitution now being 
worked on by the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly In Richmond.

The Leagufe suggested an am- 
endment that would take away 
the setting and regulating of 
water rates from the State Cor — 
poratton Commission and place 
the responsibility entirely with 
the subdivision selling the 
water. Virginia Beach City 
Council quickly turned that pro- . 
posal down, since the city buys 
its water from Norfolk, which 
already charges Virginia Beach 
considerably more than tt 
charges Its own residents. City 
Council would prefer to have 
the see keep a watchful eye 
on the matter. 

The only otiier League re- 
commendation that received 
considerable discussion by 
Councilmen was eventually 
passed over wltii Council taking 
no official posttlon. 

The Leape suggested a con- 
stitutional change that would 
allow land to be taxed accord- 
ing to use rather Uian value.

For Stkion 

Efforts are being made to 
continue operation of the Cape 
Henry W eather Station which the 
Department of Commerce has 
scheduled for closing within 60 
to 90 days. 

The station, located at Fort 
Story, is one of 13 such fac- 
ilities in the United Slates 
marked<for closure for reasons 
of economy. 

Operation, of the station has 
been throiigh a joint effort of 
the Weather Bureau, the 
Hampton Roads Maritime 
Association, and the U.S. Navy, 
which have each provided per- 
sonnel to man the station. 

Hurtis Smith, meteorolgist 
in charge of the Norfolk 
Weather Bureau, said "We 
would like to save the station 
aiid see it's continued oper- 
ation, but it appears now the 
station will be closed." 

Smith also said the Bureau 
has offered to leave it's equip- 
ment in the station for continued 
operation, and offered such 
operation to the HRMA if the 
Association would desire to 
assume responsibility of oper- 
ating the station. 

Jack Mace, HRMA executive 
secretary, said "We feel the 
weather reports from the 
station and it's on the spot 
observations are vital for 
ships". Mace cited the annual 
passage of some 20,000 mil- 
itary, commercial, and private 
vessels through the Thimble 
Shoals Channel which benefit 
from the services of the Cape 
Henry station. 

About the possibility of HRMA 
assuming operation of the Cape 
Henry facility. Mace said "Our 
efforts are very much directed 
towards continued joint oper- 
ation of the station under the 
previous set up". 

The Navy's position on the 
matter was outlined by a spokes- 
man from the Headquarters, 
Commander In Chief, U.S.. At- 
lantic Fleet, who said, "The 
Navy is willing to continue to 
provide the support it has been 
giving in the past. However, 
with the commitments for qual- 
ified Navy weather personnel, 
and in view of limited man- 
power resources, the Navy is in 
no position to provide additional 
manpower."

The city's new $1.3 million 
Administration Building leaks.

Budget Roulette 




This week, to the surprise 
and horror of a large number 
of Virginia Beach taxpayers, 
notices appeared in the mail, 
telling of the reassessment of 
their land and a subsequent real 
estate tax Increase amounting 
to as much as 2,000 per cent 
in extreme cases. 

Immediately, and rightfully 
so, these taxpayers rose up in 
arms against such sharp in- 
creases at onetime. Naturally 
the man who signed the notice. 
City Real Estate AssessorW.W. 
Connefl, and his staff caught 
the brunt of the criticism. This, 
however, is not fair. All city 
officials, and especially City 
Councilman, share in the re- 
sponsibility in this matter. 

But many began, running for 
cover as soon as the notices 
went out, including City Treas. 
V.A.Etheridge,who immediately 
disavowed any connection v/ith 
the reassessment. Etheridge 
then v/ent on to predict a "tax 
rebellion*' and said it was**re- 
diculous" to have this large an 
increase at one time. 

We submit that neither he nor 
any other city officials or Coun- 



cilman or the City Manager can 
duck this one. The reassess- 
ment process^ was ordered by 
Council at the suggestion of the 
City Manager over a year ago 
and now it is complete. No 
city official doing his job corr- 
ectly could have missed hearing 
about what was going on. It 
was not done secretly. 

Hopefully the matter can be 
settled by public and p r I vat e 
hearings with the City Manager 
and City Council, especially 
v/here the increases appear so 
great and possibly unfair, so 
that expensive litigation can 
be avoided. We believe the tax- 
payers have not been fairly 
treated in this matter. They 
were not properly informed of 
the possibility of such great 
hikes and on what basis the new 
assessment was being made. 

The next operating budget is 
based on the revenue to be 
gained from this reassessment. 
And with the talk of another 
real estate hike on top of that 
being considered seriously, this 
could serve to be the worst 
tax increase year in the his- 
tory of Virginia Beach.

City Council has wisely 
moved to raise the speed ijmit 
of that portionof Virginia Beach 
Blvd. from London Bridge to 
the end of the divided highway 
near Oceana from 35 m.p.h. 
to 45 m.p.h. 

The road conditions and the 
excellent highway there dictate 
the higher limit, as does the 
sparse commercial and resi- 
dential population. This has 
been a bad situation since all 
of the toll road approaches were 
completed nearly a year ago. 
The stretch unwittingly became 
a speed trap, and police, doing 
their job enforced the limit. 
Finally enough people compla- 
ined to win a City Councilman 
over to their side. He called 
^fer, an investigation and the 
result is a good one. 

It was found over a lengthy 
period of time that motorists 
know what the limits should be. 
The area was checked by radar 



and It was discovered that of 
650 vehicles only 22 would have 
received speeding tickets had 
the limit been 45. At the limit 
of 35, about half would have 
been ticketed. 

Council has also been asked 
to look into the 25 m.p.h. limit 
which meets a motorist quickly 
at the end of the Virginia Beach- 
Norfolk Expressway on 21st 
Street heading east. The limit 
drops abruptly from 65 to 
35 to 25, but because it is 
the law, police have been there 
waiting on occasion. Part of this 
street should carry the higher 
35 m.p.h. limit. It is a wide 
major artery, and the lower 
limit is not realistic, not only 
to tourists but also for the year- 
around resident. Hopefully^ 
Council will act as wisely in 
this matter as it did in rais- 
ing the limit on Virginia Beach 
Blvd. We do not need a speed 
trap.

It is painfully difficult to understand how some well financf^ 
college students of today profess to have such an undying lo^ 
of peace and non-violence; who want to make love and not war; 
who block troop trains; wlw- destroy their draft cards; who '^ 
quote from the thoughts of Mao; who ridicule American efforts 
to preserve our way of life, and yet seem to find nothing 
shocking about deliberate communist murders of innocent 
women and children in South Vietnam; or the systematic njiiirder 
of South Vietnamese leaders. 

Modern Communism was born through murder. It begaiif in 
Russia on July 8, l5l8, with the murder of Czar Nichc^ 
II, together with his wife and children. It has survived from thj^ 
day to the present time on murder and mass killings. StaHtt> 
of Russia and Hitler of Germany were no ordinary murderers ' 
for they belonged to that unique class known to history as 
mass-murderers. Staftn literally was responsible for the death 
of 30 million people of Russia. 

There is considerable evidence that he poisoned Lenin and 
caused Lenin's death on Jan. 21, 1924. Evidence accumulates 
that Stalin murdered his second wife Nadya on Nov. 9, 1932, 
with a revolver in their bathroom. The torture and human 
suffering experienced in the Moscow purge trials oftlieSO's 
is beyond human imagination. In 1937-1938 alone, it is variously 
estimated that between seven to eight million people were 
murdered, some estimates run as high as 23 million people. 
Totalitarian terror achieved its highest form when one man 
by a telegram could order the extermination of 10,000 humans, 
not even bothering to provide names. Never b^ore had so much 
punishment been inflicted upon a people. Everyone in Russia 
lived in mortal fear. 

In December of 1940, the last surviving architect of the 
Russian Revolution besides Stalin, was murdered at Stalin'iy 
direction, Lev Trotsky. 

Stalin feared assassination throughout his life; possibly with 
reasonable cause. History records his death as occur ing on ' 
March 5, 1953; though there seems to be serious question about 
this date. There are four different accounts of Stalin's death. 
In all the accounts we hear of abloodstained shirt; of no doctors 
in attendance; in one of the accounts, we read of Beria joyfully 
crying out over Stalin's body: "The tyrant is dead, dead, dead," 
The head of the secret police under Stalin was Beria. Accord- 
ing to an account of Khruschev as related to Sen. Pierre 
Commin, a French Socialist in the summer of 1956 Beria was 
strangled by Mikoyan, Malenkov, Koniev and Moskolenko. After 
Stalin's death, Beria, as head of the secret poUce, had the other 
Russian leaders so frightened they "holed up" in their private 
offices surrounded by their personal guards. Finally, as a way 
out of the impasse, Voroshilov was sent to Beria to suggest 
that he, Beria, take the dead Stalin's place as leader. A meet- 
ing was arranged in the Kremlin for this purpose. At the<ttme 
and place scheduled, Beria appeared; when he did, the assAbled 
leaders turned on him and killed him. This was how tlie power 
was transferred at Stalin's death, a la communism. 

And yet to the wonder of America, these so-called idealistic, 
inteUlgent, non-violent, freedom loving, young coUege students, 
continue to give aid and comfort to the Communist enemy while 
criticizing everything and everybody representing thecontinuing 
flght against communist tyranny and for freedom Surely as 
coUege students, they are chargeable with a knowledge of history. 
Surely, they must know that we are engaged in a noholds barred 
fight to the finish — winner take all. We can only hope their 
influence and numbers remain smaU w h i 1 e they wow up and

GED Exam Is Planned 



The Virginia Beach City 
School Board Is making plans to 
administer the General Educa- 
tional Development Test to in- 
terested persons in this city on 
Saturday, March 29. 

The State Department of Ed- 
ucation supplies these tests for 
each local school board.

Being the mother of six chi 
ren is quite a job within itse", 
but never knowing from week 
to week the ages of the children, 
or whether they will be girls 
or boys, makes the task even 
harder. In a sense this de- 
scribe&the position Mrs. 
Warren H. Barnes has at Hope 
Haven Children's Home assup- 
erintendant and "mother." 

Mrs. Barnes has held this 
position since Hope Haven be- 
came a licensed children's 
home three and a half years 
ago. She and her husband, a civil 
service worker, liveatthehome 
as resident"mother and father." 
Approximately 20 children, boys 
and girls, have lived there dur- 
ing this time. 

Hope Haven, which is run by 
Union Mission in Norfolk, grew 
almost entirely from a single 
Incident. A serviceman left his 
three children, all girls, with 
Union Mission to care for. His 
wife had deserted them, he had 
to go to sea and had no family 
to look after the children. A 
girl was hired to keep the child- 
ren and the idea of a children's 
home began to germinate. 

At that time Union Mission 
ran a summer camp for child- 
ren on North Landing Road. Mr. 
and Mrs. Barnes had helped 
run the camp and Rev. T. E. 
Bashford, director of Union 
Mission, approached them with 
the idea of the children's home. 

The Barnes owned a hoip^ in 
the Thalia area and becoming 
parents at the home would mean 
that they would have to move. 
It did not take them long to de- 
cide, for as Mrs. Barnes says, 
"My husband and 1 saw the need 
for a children's home." They 
are the kind of people who fill 
any need they are able to, so 
they sold their house and moved. 

Selling the house was not an 
easy decision i(ft them to make. 
They debated about it, decided 
that if the house were not sold 
by a certain date they would 
hold on to it and then called 
a friend on a Monday to tell 
him the house was for sale. It 
was sold the next day. 

Mr. and Mrs. Barnes were 
well qualified for their jobs— 
they had, more or less, raised 
two separate families. Their 
oldest boy is 24 and has two 
children of his own. Their other 
child, Maurice, is 11. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Barnes, Maurice 
has adjusted extremely well to 
their' new life. He thinks of the 
other children as part of thfe 
family.

Hope Haven is located on the 
same property as the summer 
camp. The entire facilities arc 
on a farm, part of which is 
worked by Mennonites. The 
Barnes family and the other 
children live in a white, two-.' 
story frame house. At the pres- 
ent there. are five boys in addt 
ition to Maurice at the home. 
Their ages range from five to 
thirteen. There are three fam- 
ilies represented among them, 
but they act just like brothers 
of one family. 

The boys attend public school 
where they are quite active. 
On Sundays they all go to church 
as a family and participate in 
the full church program. 

Although they do not work the 
farm, there are still plenty of 
chores for the boys,. They help 
with the housework, especially 
the heavy worl;; they iceeR tneir 
own room clean; they look after 
the horses, which are kept 
for the summer camp. Right now 
they take particular care ofsne 
of the jnares because she is 
going t^ foal soon. They fee<f. 
her apples, give tier vitamliffl 
and spoil her in general. ' 

During the summer they help 
with the garden, particliate in 
the camp activities, ride the 
horses and swim at the camp 
pool. At Christmas the men of

the CPO Club at NAS in Norfolk, 
took the boys out for a day and 
gave them 'presents. The Davis 
Ellis Wives' Clubs of Little 
Creek gave the boys a Valen- 
tine's party...the women brou- 
ght their own children along 
and they all had a wonderful 
time. 

Mrs. Barnes is very happy 
with the response the churches 
in the area have given in supp- 
orting the children's home. 
Particularly right now, for they 
are trying to enlarge the fac- 
ilities. They turned down 60 
children last year. Only last 
week they -had to turn down 
three girls. Luckily, another 
family offered to take the three 
girls unitl the new facilities 
were built. There is one little 
girl out already, waiting to come 
to the home. 

Future plans for the home call 
for small cottages. Each cottage 
will have a housemother in cha- 
rge of ten children. The basic 
premise of the program is to 
keep a home-like atmosphere 
for the children and to give each 
child individual attention. Hope 
Haven will eventually accomo- 
date 100 children. 

Living at Hope Haven has 
made quite a few changes in 
Mrs. Barnes' life. She had com- 
plete freedom before, but now 
she has to plan with the child- 
ren in mind. She was a rather 
quiet, shy person, but now she 
has learned to talk to stran- 
gers and before groups. 

Learning to keep the records 
necessary for the home has been 
a big step for her. The first 
year she had to do it all on 
her own, but the Slate license 
— iflspectop has now taught her 
how. This in itself is a big 
chore, for records have to be

kept on each child almost daily. 

Mrs. Barnes has had to learn 
the new English and new math 
in order to keep up with the 
children, as well as read more 
so that she could answer the 
many questions they have. She 
is making plans right now to 
learn how to drive, which is 
almost a necessity since they 
are located rather far out. 

She -had al ways lived in town 
before, but she says she hasn't 
been lonely because there are 



so many visitors. "And now," 
she says with a definite gleam 
in her eye, "I'll probably have 
to be a mid-wife to that horse, 
although I've never been around 
horses before!" 



With all of the changes Hope 
Haven has made in their lives 
you cannot help but wonder 
how the Barnes feel now. I 
asked, and Mrs. Barnes replied, 
"1 . wouldn't live any other way. 
I don't think my husband and I 
^ould be happy any place else..."

Hospital Project Continues 



Suddenly, after driving past 
the same place day after day, 
one reaUies that something is 
different, even though the diff- 
erence cannot be pinpointed. 

That's the way the landscap- 
ing and beautification of the 
General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach has progressed. It's been 
done a little at a time since 
1966, but few residents realize 
the time and money that has 
gone into the project. 

It was adopted as a continuing 
project of the Virginia Beach 
Council of Garden Clubs, Inc. 
soon after the hospital opened 
In the time approximately 
$10,000 has been spent on beau- 
tification. Of the total, $1,000 
has been spent in the past year. 

"It's satisfying work," said 
Mrs. GilmoreTilbrook,whohas 
been chairman of the project 
since its start. 

Much of the work has involved 
planting screens of trees and 
shrubs to "hide" the parking 
lots and emergency entrance. In 
addition 1,500 seedling pine 
trees were planted behind the 
hospital to grow to a height 
where- they cound be transplant- 
ed and used in the project.

Lane? Splits Heirs 



Visit* Is Tleasant Fare 



The fate of the land at 24th 
Street which is occupied by the 
deactivated Coast Guard Life- 
boat Statidn remains undecided. 
At Oie moment the only certain- 
ty about the property is that 
the U, S. government is no 
longer interested in it. 

Whether the property will be 
sold as surplus or will revert 
to heirs of former owners of 
the land, will be an unresolved 
question for the next couple of 
months. The Coast Guard Board 
of Survey, which is expected to 
declare the property in surplus, 
has about completed its work. 
Findings and recommendations 
will go to the Commandant in 
Washington, D. C. and then to 
General Services for disposal. 

\t this point no one has filed 
a claim for the property, al- 
though an interest in the land 
has been unofficially declared 
by the heirs of Edward Drink- 
water. This interest has been 
generated by one of the deeds 
which granted the government 
of the property for use as a 
life boat station. The land may 
revert to heirs of the original 
owners now that it is no longer 
used as a lifeboat station. 

There is controversy over 
some points of the Drinkwater 
interest. The deed of lease was 
made by C. B. Cason and W. 



E. Wood. Edward Drinkwater 
later, acquired interest in their 
holdings. Drinkwater's acquis- 
tion has to be proven legally. 

Property lines and boundar- 
ies have changed since 1878, 
which is when the original deed 
was written. The location of the 
present land will have to be 
defined. A later deed, has also 
confused the issue more. 

Should these points be clear- 
ed up the Drinkwater heirs 
may have a strong claim to some 
o°f the property. But not all of 
it. 

• Part of the land was deeded 
to the government by the Nor- 
folk, Virginia Beach and South- 
ern Railroad Company in 1899.

Phillips served as Mapp's 
deputy until 1967 when he was 
fired by Mapp. At that time 
Phillips ran against Mapp for 



the Commissioner's job and was 
defeated. 

Phillips informed Council of 
general instances in which he 
said Mapp was not doing his 
Job in assessing certain per- 
sonal property and read a letter 
he said he had sent to State 
Tax Commissioner C.H. 
Morrisette making the same 
charges. 

In the letter he said there 
are about 8,000 mobile homes 
not being taxed properly, and 
that large yachts are also not 
being taxed properly. Phillips 
said that some Councllmen are 
aware of the situation but have 
not done anything about it. No 
councilman contacted said he 



knew anything that was being 
done wrong. 

The charges were similar to 
those Phillips used aplnst 
Mapp hi the 1967 camiaign. 
Mapp Immediately denied the 
charges made by Phillips, 

"Anybody can make a state- 
ment like he made," said Mapp.

, A Fort Story soldier was re- 
ported missing from a LARC 
15 Army amphibian vehicle 
which capsized in waters off 
Virginia Beach during a routine 
training exercise Tuesday night. 

The missing man was identi- 
fied as Spec. 4 Nicholas R. 
CamariUo, the son of the 
Raymond CamarlUo's of Pac- 
olma, Calif. CamariUo, 20, had 
.returned from Vietnam last 
December and has been attached 
to the 438th Transportation Co- 
mpany at Fort Story since Jan- 
uary. 

Army officials said the acci- 
dent occured about 7:30 p.m. 
Tuesday night during a logis- 
tic over the shore exercise. 
Witnesses at the scoie said the 
LARC capsized In the Atlamtlc 
Ocean off 27th Street throwing 
four men overboard. Two men 
from another LARC taking part 



in the eS^clse were also thrown 

overboard. 

Fort Story officials told the 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN five 
of the men were rescued from 
the ocean and taken to the 
Fort Story dispensary. Three 
of the soldiers were treated 
for minor injuries and ejqwsure 
and released, and the other two 
were held over night for ob-

An Immediate search for the 
missing man was launched with 
Army, Navy, and Coast Guard 
vessels and helicopters taking 
part.

The commercialization of the 
entrance to Thorov^good saga 
continues without any break in 
sight. 

The latest action last Friday 
when Thoroughgood residents, 
de^eriplned to have their day In 
couti, won andeiW roufld, at 
least temporarily. They had 
filed a petition for a temporary 
injunction against the Thdr- 
oughgood Corp. that would stop 
any building of stores at the 
entrance to the subdivision off 
Pleasure House Road In Btj^lde 
Borough. 

But a continuance was gran- 
ted to the corporation when Uie 
principals' attorney, John E. 
Clarkson, stated that the major 
stockholders had been called out 
of town by a death in the family. 

Circuit Court Judge George 
Vakos granted the continuance 
on the condition that construc- 
tion not begin on a building 
there In the meantime.

The key to the, future of Vir- 
ginia Beach schools is growth. 

"That's the largest determin- 
ing factor in anything we do," 
said School Supt. E. E. Brlckell. 
"It doesn't appear that It will 
be inhibited. We need more of 
everything—schools, teachers, 
buses, materials and books." 

That is shown in the school 
construction now under way in 
Virginia Beach and planned In 
the immediate future. There are 
three junior high schools (two 
to open by September and one 
in January), being built plus 
additions which are planned for 
Creeds (five rooms and im- 
provements). Seaboard, (10 
rooms) and Trantwood (four 
rooms). Another new school will 
open in September too- Windsor 
Oaks, which is now occupied by 
Kings Grant students until their 
school is rebuilti" 

Plans for the new junior high 
schools (Plaza, Bayslde and 
Kempsville) are quite a change 
in design and reflect the trend 
toward departmentalization. 
Connected units will house diff- 
erent subjects, thus cutting 
down noise and confusion. 

The Plaza school goes one 
step farther and will have 
"kivas" or central meetng 
rooms for discussions surroun- 
ded by clusters of classrooms. 
It will also have the first plane- 



tarium In Virginia Beach. 

In addition, Brlckell added 
that another elementary school 
will be needed in 1970. "That's 
why we needed an office of 
plant planning and development 
(A post to which J. W. Littleton 
was appointed last month.) to 
get the jump on these needs. 

"Site acquisition isbecomthg 
a tremendous problem. Con- 
struction costs are going up 
one per cent a month. The labor 
market is somewhat depleted. 
All of these compound our 
building problems." 

As the city grows, so do the • 
number of apartment units* 
. Many of these contain three or 
four bedrooms, obviously with 
children in miiKl and not just 
newlyweds and retirees. "Stu- 
dies in Virginia Beach indicate 
that we have to take these apart- 
ment dwellings into account," 
said Brlckell. "We're not try- 
ing lo fight apartments. We just 
want to know when and where 
(they will be built) so we can 
plan properlv for schools." 

In 1963 a Norfolk newspaper 
printed an article about the 
future growth aiul development 
of all Tidewater school sys- 
tems. For Virginia Beach in 
1970 It iwredicted, "Enrollment 
will grow from 30,000 to 50,000 
a 56 per cent increase. The 
sclwol budget win double, rising 



from $7.5 million to $15 mill- 
ion." 

Although the school popula- 
tion has doubled since 1961 
(from 21.000 in 1961 to 42.000 
now in 1969^ It will be a few 
more years before itapprnaches 



50,000. However, the school 
budget reached the $15 million 
mark In 1967-68 and totals 
almost $24 million for 1969-70. 
Not to be forgotten in the 
Immediate future (hopefully) is 
the proposed vocational-techni- 



cal high school. The only thing 
delaying its start is lack of fed- 
eral funds. They have been 
appropriated but not released. 
Local funds for the $2.6 mill- 
ion vo-tech school were includ- 
ed in the 1968 bond >sue, but

construction of the school, first 
scheduled to begta a year ago 
this month, will have to await 
the federal money. Even after 
It is built there is e:q)ected to 
be a delay In much of the mach- 
inery because of the Vietnam 
conflict. 

The vo-tech sclwol was orig- 
inally to be built on a part of 
Green Run Farm, l»t test drill- 
ings indicated ttie land tii«re 
was not stable enoyg?* to support 
the structure without atremen- 
dous number of pilings plus land 
mi.

Five men are facing statutory 
burglary charges in connection 
with 17 commercial burglaries 
which occurred in Virginia 
Beach between December 1965 
aod December 1967. 

Police Sgt. E.F. Buzzy and 
Det. Michael Zello identified the 
men as Leroy Boone, 20, Bay- 
side Road; William Eugene Har- 
grow, 19, Pandora Ave.; Vincent 
Goings, 27, Frost Road; Tom 
Rickard, 21, Bayside Road; and 
Joseph Benny Griffin, 23, 
Asbury Ave,, Norfolk. 

Zello said Boon is facing 17 
charges, Hargrow one charge. 
Goings, five charges, Rickard 
one charge, and Griffin four 
charges. 

Sgt. Buzzy and Det. Zello 
said warrants are also out- 
standing for another subject to 
be charged in the near future 
in connection with the case. 

Zello said his investigation 
began on Feb. 16 following the 
return of Boone to Virginia 
Beach from Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Mfhere he was apiMr^ended by 



the FBI following his escape 
last Aug. 21 from the City Jail, 
while he was in custody await- 
ing the outcome of an appeal of 
his conviction of robbery and 
his sentencing to life imprison- 
m«»t. Zello added that "through 
my investigation It was learned 
the 17 burglaries were perpet- 
rated by these five and the other 
subject." 

According to Zello four of the 
burglaries were committed on 
the ni^it of Dec. 15, 1965 at 
the Robbins Corner Hardware 
Store, Robbins Corner Beauty 
Salon, Vick's Restaurant, and 
the Furniture Manufacture's 
Showroom Store, Another 
breakin was report^ oq Feb. 
15, 1967 at the Bayside Grill. 

Buzzy and Zello said the 
charges also involve breakins 
at Bayside High School, Kemps- 
ville High School, Thalia El- 
ementary Sch6ol, Bayside El- 
ementary School, Kempsville 
Meadows Elementary School, 
Shelton P a J k Elementary Sch- 
ool, Alston ElementaryScliool, 



Hermitage Elementary School, 
First Colonial High School and 
Kellam High School. These 
breakins were committed on 
various dates between Feb. 1966 
and Dec. 1967, with Bayside 
High School broken into on three 
different occasions. According 
to Zello $900 was taken when 
a safe was broken into during 
one of the Bayside High break- 
ins, while the Kellam High burg- 
lary included an attempt to 
break into the school safe. 

The burglaries resulted in 
the loss of an estimated $2,000 
in cash, in addition to an assort- 
ment of television sets, tape 
recorders, cameras and trading 
stamps. 

Zello said if is believed "a 
lot of the stolen stuff was sold, 
our Investigation is continuijig, 
and we are making every effort 
to recover the items". 

Each of the suspects is sched- 
uled for a preliminary hearing 
in Virginia Beach Municipal 
Court on March 28.

Application by F. Wayne Mc- 
Leskey Jr. for a change of zon- 
ing and use permit to construct 
townhouses at the entrance of 
Chesopeian Colony was deferr- 
ed for 30 days again by the 
Planning Commission Tuesday. 
This action was taken so that 
McLeskey and the opposing res- 
idents of Chesopeian Colony 
could work out a plan accept- 
able to everyone. 

The land use plan study which 
was suggested in the February 
meeting of the Commission was 
presented and adopted Tuesday. 
It covered property located on 
the north side of the Virginia 
Beach -Norfolk Expressway, 
north to Shore Drive and from 
Broad Bay and Linkhorn Bay 
west to the eastern branch of 
the Lynnhaven River.

The 
application was opposed by 
Planning Director Patrick L. 
Standing, who pointed out that 
the change was for a gasoline 
station and the area needed no 
more stations. 

Terry Corporation received 
approval fof an application for 
a use permit to construct 450 
garden apartments in the Ara- 
gona Village area. 

Also approved was an app- 
lication by C. Roger Malbon 
for a change of zoning and use 
permit to construct 48 apart- 
ment units in the Burton Sta- 
tion area. These apartments 
will be medium income rentals. 

The Commission denied au 
application made by B. B.Wills 
for a change of zoning on pro- 
perty located on the south side 
of Newtown Road in the News- 
ome Farm-Bettie F. Williams 
School area. The change of 
zoning was being asked to pre- 
pare the way for construction 
of 400 apartment units. 

Approved, subject to Health

Storm Problems Are Few 



The loss of electrical power 
in homes and business firms 
in widely scattered sections 
of the City of Virginia Beach 
apparently was the extent of 
damage or inconvenience from 
the storm Sunday afternoon. 

Maurice Mlntz, VEPCO's 
Virginia Beach district super- 
visor said, "Most of the trouble 
was caused by the icing of con- 
ductors". Power losses were, 
reported for periods of about 
an hour in the Kings Grant 
area, as well as similiar power 
failures in Kempsville Borough. 
However, in north Alanton, re- 
ports of power failures covered 
a six hour period. Mintz said 
crews worked for some ten 
hours in different sections of 
the city to restore power. 

A total of 14 accidents were 
reported on throughfares of 
Virginia Beach, but there were 
no reports of serious injuries. 
While the accidents did involve 
several collisions, the majority 
of the mishaps resulted from 
vehicles skidding off roadways 
into ditches. 

The storm apparently failed 
to affect telephone communica- 
tlong. Officials of both First 
Colony Telephone Co., and The 
C & P Telephone Co., said 
there was no significant damage 
from the storm and troubles 




were s^gfg^gly light. There 
were sev^il phones reported 
out of order, however none of 
this loss of service was att- 
ributed to the storm. ,

ort the education of every child 
in an individual manner who 
needs, specialized assistance. 
The classes will include both 
educable and trainable retarded 
children, as well as children 
with speech and hearing handi- 
caps and emotional problems. 
Gifted children (with l.Q.'s over 
130) will also receive special- 
ized enrichment classes. 

The center will not be a school 
within itself as much as it will 
be a diagnostic and prescription 
center. A long range plan is to 
test and evaluate all six-year- 
old children before they begin 
first grade to uncover possible 
physical as well as learning 
disabilities. 

Another purpose of the Center 
will be to test and evaluate 
education and psychological in- 
novations in cooperation with 
Old Dominion CoUege's School 
of Education.

Keep Busy 
With Views 

At least two of the four ann- 
ounced candidates for the 
Democratic nomination to the 
Virginia House of Delegates are 
keeping busy at the present 
time. 

One.B.R.Mlddleton, isbuslly 
engaged in hearings on con- 
stitutional revision at the 
special session of the Virginia 
General Assembly in Richmond. 
Mlddleton, an incumbent, took 
an active part Monday in the 
controversial hearing concern- 
ing State Corporation Comm- 
ission control over municipally 
owned utilities. 

The other, BTuce Murphy, 
has fired off a letter to Middle- 
ton and Del. Kenneth Whitehurst, 
Jr., as well as to State Sen. 
Edward T. Caton III of Virginia 
Beach, William H. Hodges of 
Chesapeake and W 11 lard J. 
Moody of Portsmouth, express- 
ing his views on educational 
provisions in the new constitu- 
tion being drawn. 

Mlddleton said that the SCO 
noW has "t)ermlssive legisla- 
tion'* under which It can control 
the operation of the municipally 
owned utilities. Several other 
legislators, including those 
from Norfolk, favor taking this 
"provision out of the new state 
"constitution. Virginia Beach, 
incidentally, buys water from 
Norfolk, which sets the rates 
considerably higher than for its 
own residents. Virginia Beach 
City Councilmen feel the SCO 
could possibly watch situations 
like this one more closely. 

Murphy's letter recommen- 
ded that the new Consitution 
provide for the establishment 
of free public kindergartens. 
The new document now calls 
only for free schooling of child- 
ren of school age on elementary 
and secondary levels. 

Murphy pointed out that he had 
talked with a number of persons 
who favor the free public kin- 
dergartens, and that psycholog- 
ists and educators agree that 
the "early education of the child 
is the most important phase of 
his recommendation, which has 
also received widespread dis- 
cussion and support in the leg- 
islature, but the cost of setting 
up the program could well be 
a deterrent.

The 15- 
year-old boy was givensen- 
tences of life imprisonment on 
conviction of attempted rape and 
20 years for themallclous 
wounding of the victim.

The boy was rushed to Virginia 
Beach General Hospital and 
transferred to Norfolk General 
Hospital where he was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival from 
severe head Injuries. 
Becker to Enter Jail 

Herman Frederick Wolfgang 
Becker is scheduled to enter 
Virginia Beach City Jail to- 
morrow morning to begin ser- 
ving a 30 day jail sentence fol- 
lowing his conviction of posses- 
sing gambling paraphernalia. 
. Becker, 58, was arrested when 
police raided his Virginia Beach 
Blvd. home July 22, 1967. He 
was convicted in Municipal 
Court and was sentenced to six 
months in jail and fined $250. 
He appealed the conviction to 
Circuit Court and received a 
30 day jail sentence and a 
$1,000 fine. Becker filed an 
appeal with the U. S. Supreme 
Court, which refused to hear 
the appeal thus resulting In his 
having to serve the 30 day sen- 
tence.

Building permits issued in 
Virginia Beach in the first two 
months of 1969 are laggingabout 
$1.3 behind the pace set a year 
ago In the same two months. 

During 1968 the value of 
building permits almost set a 
new record, but fell short during 
the last 60 days and missed 
the oU mark set in 1966 b>* 
less than $200,000. 

In January of this year per- 
mits valued at $3,560,835 were 
issued by the Inspections Div- 
ision. February 1969 was a little 
better. A total of $3,720,161 in 
building permits was Issued for 
a two-month total of $7 ,280,996. 
Last year the total through Feb- 
,» ruary was $8,649,639. 

In February, most of thetotal 
was for single family re- 
sidences. There were 115 per- 
mits Issued for a value of 
$3,117,237. No permits were 
issued during Oie month for 
apartments or townhouses, the 
first time in many liionths. The 
rest of the February total came 
from commercial structures, 
churches and additicmstoeadst- 
ing residential and commercial 
structures.

State Tries to Sooth City 



state plans for leasing part 
of the proposed False Cape State 
Park to private businesses will 
still not add much money to 
the tax rolls of Virginia Beach. 
Commissioner of Parks Ben 
Bolen said that present pre- 
liminary plans for the park, . 
to be built from the southern 
end of the Back Bay Wildlife 
Refuge to the North Carolina 
Line on False Cape, calls for 
three or four motel, shop and 
restaurant complexes that 
would be leased to private en- 
terprise. 

The only revenue the city 
•would gain from such bus- 
inesses, however, would be 
from license taxes. The real 
estate tax could not be collect- 
ed on state-owned land, 

Bolen met with Mayor Frank 
Dusch and Asst. City Manager 
David Norman last week and 
apologized for. the lack of 
communications between the 
state and city on the subject. 
Virginia Beach City Council 
has gone on record by passage 
of resolution against the de- 
velopement of the 4,000 acre 
park, about one-quarter of 
which the state has already 
acquired land for. 

The commissioner said he 
would like to discuss the en- 
tire matter with the full Coun- 
cil in a month or so when a 
preliminary master plan for the 
park is expected to be ready. 
Council objected to the use 



of the valuable ocean front land 
for this use partly because of 
the remova:! of such expensive 
tax land from city rolls, and 
also because it thought the park 
would only be for use of cam- 
pers, as is Seashore State Park 
on the other end of Virginia 

Bolen, said, however, this 
would not be the case at False 
Cape, and that it would be open 
to all, residents of the area 
included. He added that he is 
now working with the federal 
government negotiating for the/" 
right to build a road through 
the federal wildlife refuge from 
Sandbrldge south to the state 
line. 

All Indications are that the 
road would be a limited access 
one, leading only into and 
through the state park, and 
would never be or become part 
of the long talked about Outer 
Banks Highway from Virginia 
Beach southward to Cape 
Hatteras, The creation of the 
park appears to have ended most 
prospects of that road ever 
being built, according to a 



number of official sources. 

Bolen added that he hoped 
the state and city could reach 
a peaceable agreement on the 
park, since it was the state's 
hope to help the city out with 
its recreational needs by the 
creation of the park within its 
borders, not to fight the City 
Council,

Without benefit of fancy elec- 
tronic equipment or human 
counters sitting by the side of 
the road, it is becoming evident 
that traffic on Virginia Beach 
Blvd., especially from London 
Bridge into Norfolk, is building 
up at an alarming rate. 
—At peak times of the day, 
traffic in both directions is 
often brought to a snail's pace 
on a road which used to be a 
killer. There were no deaths 
on it last year and even fewer 
major accidents. It has become 
a slow -moving city street, 
barely capable of meeting pres- 
ent needs. . 

The last time traffic on Vir- 
ginia Beach Blvd. reached near 
this level, plans Were begun 
for the expressway, which is 
now open and enjoying a growth 
of traffic in each ensuing month. 
Certainly this high- speed lim- 
ited access road has made all 
the difference to the commuter 
and has relieved the boulevard

Traffic safety officials in 
Virginia Beach have indicated 
they are about to ask for a 
comprehensive survey of the old 
bugaboo boulevard. City Council 
will probably have to be the 
^ first logical step in the seeking 
of a solution, but it would seem 
that the state and federal gov- 
ernments, supposedly so inter- 
ested in pollution, traffic and 
urban problems, shouldbewill- 
ing to help us out before all 
the cars are stopped one even- 
ing in a massive traffic jam. 

By cutting the islands and 
feeder roads out, it is possible 
to have an 8 to 10 lane road 
there. Even keei^g one-way 
feeder roads on each side, each 
with one lane, much space for 
new lanes can be picked up.

No Airport This Time 



For some time we have ad- 
vocated a general aviation air- 
port for the city of Virginia 
Beach. We would support one as 
close as possible to the Beach 
Borough itself to help promote 
tourism as well as industry. 
The obvious problem i s lo- 
cation. 

Proximity to military air in- 
stallations and a generally 
densely populated area serve 
only to complicate the matter. 
A number of city officials and 
civic-minded city officials have 
wrestled with this problem at 
length over the years and have 
come up with a big zero. 

Even help of our elected off- 
icials on a state and national 
level has produced little more 
th^n sympathy for our problem. 
This is not to say we should 
give up. We should definitely 
continue and we should do it 



now while there is still some 
open land left. 

The most recent effort to lo- 
cate an airport near Larkspur 
was doomed almost from the 
start. The plan ran into trouble 
with the city, with adjacent land- 
owners, with a large civic 
league and with countless 
others. 

Another effort near the city 
hall complex at Princess Anne 
ran Into trouble with the mil- 
itary after receiving wide- 
spread publicity. Still other 
efforts to use part of NAS 
Oceana as a general aviation 
private field has been met with 
horrified looks from the Navy 
in spite of this being done in 
other places. 

What must be done now is 
proper planning by all respon- 
sible adults so that all these 
problems will not be met on 
the next proposed site.

IVs Ticket Talking Time 



The first ticket in the Democratic primary 
race is most likely formed, although the formai 
announcement was delayed for several days. 

Del. Guy Farley of Fairfax, a youthful 
image member of the moderate-to-conser- 
vative Organization in the past, announced 
he would run for Attorney General, becoming 
the third announced candidate for that office. 

Del. Bernard Levin of Norfolk and Andrew 
Miller of Abingdon say they are running as 
independents. 

As soon as the Farley announcement was 
made, ticket talk began coming up. F^arley 
wouldn't say anything except that Lt. Gov.'i^red 
Pollard was a fine fellow and Pollard would 
only say Fv'^y was a fine fellow and that 
he would make a good running mate. 

Political buffs, however, felt certain ttiat 
when tickets are formed. Pollard and Farley 
would be on the same one. 

But who would fill the No. 2 spot on the 
ticket? There is only one announced candidate 
'so far. State Sen. Sargent Reynolds of Rich- 
mond says he is definitely an independent. 
The name mentioned most prominently was 
that of Sen, Edward Breeden of Norfolk, who 
shyly admitted he had been thinking atwut 
running and would say something in a few 
days. 

Breeden, long associated with the dominant 
Organization but with a moderate leaning, 
is considered a strong candidate for Pollard 
and Farley to have around, and one who would 
help balance the ticket geographically. 

But Del. French Slaughter of Culpeper and 
others have also been mentioned rather prom- 
inently for the same spot, so the entire matter 
is still up in the air. But the formation of 
a solid tick^ at this point looks like a good '^ 
idea to most observers. 

Smokescreens haw been appearing from the 
State Capitol Building where the legislators 
are meeting to adq;)t a new revised constitu- 
tioo. Fe^irful of a party split that could elect 



a R^ibulican to the statehouse, renewed efforts 
Jiave been made to fiod a "consensus" candi- 
date of the Democrats. 

Without even considering the chances of State 
Sen. Henry Howell of Norfolk, secret meetings 
have been held among meml>ers of both Houses 
of the Assembly to determine if Pollard or 
William Battle is "the man'^ fbr 1969. 

Although the Battle peqple are understand- 
ably not putting a great deal of faith in the 
results, word has t>een leaked out that Pollard 
has a nod as the man \(1io can beat Linwood 
Holton easier. 

Of course this all means very little, since 
the voters have the final say in the July pri- 
mary anyway. All chance ofhaving either Battle 
of Pollard drop out of the race in &vor of 
the other s^^ears impossible, althou^ there 
is still the rumor it is still being tried. 

It is doubtful this will hai^en, and the re- 
sulting campaign in the next 90 days could 
prove to be a low-key one aimed at keeping 
as much harmony as possible in the party 
so that the chances in the general election 
in November will not t>e shattered. 

The heated discussions in the hearing rooms 
of the Cai^iol regarding state constitutional 
revisions have dulled Uie campaign somewhat 
so far, isA with the prospect that ttie session 
will last 30 days or more and be full of pei^ery 
fight, it would appear that the campaip for 
the gubernatorial nomination will have to wait 
its turn. 

Possibly by that time tickets, or at least 
one, will tte i^mly formed, and the gNieral 
public can 6egta> listening to some taix about 
the men and issues ttiemselves, instead of all 
the political shenani^ns ttiat have been goi^ 
on in the badcgrouad so fkr. 

Messrs. Holtoi,Davfaam and ObeoshaiB have 
a ticket alre«!y formed on the GOP iside, and 
they're ^ waiting <or the D«nocrj^ to dn» 
the ball.

America is a republic; in which power resides in the hands 
of elected representatives, who, if they abuse this power, or 
displease the citizens, can be recalled by the same people who 
gave them the power originally. 

The preamble to the constitution reads as follows: "We the 
people of the United States, in order to form a more perfect 
union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, provide 
for the common defense, promote the general welfare, and 
secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, 
do ordain and establish this Constitution for the United States 
of America." 

One of the objectives stated in the preamble was to "estab- 
lish justice" for all citizens. Justice, of course, is a diffticult 
word to define, so difficult, that Funk and Wagnalls dictionary 
uses a half page to define it and still leaves the reader quite 
confused. 

Our government was divided into the legislative, judicial and 
executive branches.-The aim\of our founding fathers was to set 
limits on the power which the government could exercise over 
its citizens. TTie judiciary was foreseen as being necessary by 
our founding fathers because, in their wisdom, they realised that 
the elected representatives, ^reflecting the prevailing pulUic 
opinion as they would, could impose a "tyranny of the majority" 
on minority groups. 

After all, a majority could decide that all people with blue 
eyes; or all people with no hair; or all people with dark skin 
could not sit in the froht of a bus; or hold only menial jo^; 
or couldn't eat in a restaurant; or could only go to those schools 
where children with dark skin attended;, and, if the elected r^ 
resentatives disagreed, then the majority of the voters would 
only elect those representatives who agreed with this viewpoint. 

Our constitution, however, sought to "establish justice" 'rt)r 
all citizens. Hence, in Brown vs. The Board of Education, for 
example, the Supreme Court held that the "separate but equal" 
doctrine was in fact unequal and did not isecure "justice" 
for a substantial minority of the citizens of this nation. 

By this historic decision, the Supreme Court, in rffect, 
"legislated" a new rule of law, that probably would have been it 
least another generation in arriving via the legislative process. 
In this manner, tte judicial branch of government thus becomjes 
the only protection unpopular positions of minority groups 
have against the "tyranny of the majority". 

The executive branch of the government' has also seai fit to 
write into government contracts certain guarantees of fair 
employment practices as a addition to ob&ining go-emmeut 
contracts. Thus, the executive branch of government tends to 
establish justice for all as promised in the preamble to tte 
.constitution. Pure r^resentative democracy ^thout the checks 
and balances of the judicial system and the execuHve branch 
wottW be unworkable, since the majority has sbovn historically 
that they wiU Mt always treat the minorities in a just manner. 

American society today is ift a state of change and readjiKt- 
ment uqualleled in our history, with the possible exception 
of tliat period immediately foUowing the Civil War. Caitinuous 
change is forseeable for the flrture, caused largely by the many 
cultures reirese^ed in our natton. It is a tribute to our system 
that the vast "changes of the past 25 years occurred, for the 
moi^ part, in a pea^efttl aad orderly mauMr; in any event, 
they occurred wltbnit a revolt^ (n.

A spokesman for the 
Virginia Beach Planning Com- 
mission, who requested his 
name be withheld, said, "Houses 
in the entire Beach Borough 
are numbered wrong." 

The problem centers around 
the issuing of house numbers in 
a manner exactly opposite to 
the accepted and approved sys- 
tem. This is particularly true 
of addi^esses on streets running 
north and south, such as on 
Pacific Avenue. 

The VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
was told numbers are assigned, 
on streets running north and 
south, on a numerical plan of 
even on the east side of the 
street and odd on the west 
side of the street. With the ex- 
ception of the 2300 block of 
Pacific Avenue numbers on that 
street have been assigned op- 
posite to the plan. This fact 
is supported by the house now 
located at 2305 Pacific Ave., 



which is situated on tne west 
side of the street. However, 
during the Feb. 10 City Coun- 
cil meeting a request was ap- 
proved to have the building 
moved from its present loca- 
tion to a site on Dam Neck 
Road. The date of this move 
has not as yet been determined, 
but that will end this problem. 

The accepted addressing plan" 
also calls for the numbering 
of residences on east 7 west 
streets on a plan of odd num- 
bers on the north side of the 
street and even on the south 
side. However, there are two 
exceptions to this rule. Because 
of their location within the grid 
system used in maK)ing the 
city, addresses on Virginia 
Beach Blvd. and Laskin Road 
are assigned , opposite to the 
accepted plan. 

How did this Inaccurate num- 
bering of houses begin? It ap- 
pears that a civic leagije, dur- 
ing the early 1940*s, took on 
a project of assigning house 
numbers in the Beach Borough, 
and was unaware of the sys- 
tem usually accepted for des- 
ignating addresses. 

The Planning Commission 
spokesman still had praise for 
the civic league for doing it at 
all, even wrong. While the re- 
sponsibility of assigning addre- 
sses lies with the Planning

A large red, white and blue 
sign win be displayed by gro- 
cery stores participating in the 
program. 



Eight men were arrested for 
violation of narcotics laws and 
a quantity of various drugs 
recovered by police In two raids 
on residences in the Virginia 
Beach Borough last weekend.

The petite Japanese woman 
sits in a large easy chair, 
making quick—almost invisible 
stitches on a silver brocade 
jacket. She is Mrs. Lee Barran 
of Virginia Beach, a former 
dressmaker by profession. 

Mrs. Barran attended the 
Tokyo Dressmaking College for 
four years and Yamata English 
Business College for one and a 
half years. 

"Dressmaking is very diffi- 
cult," explains Mrs. Barran. 
"In college we would spend six 
mont hs on collars_ and another 
six months just on sleeves or 
necklines. Also, in dressmaking 
you must know which type of 
material is suited to each art- 
icle of clothing." 

Mrs. Barran prefers not to 
use a pattern for any clothes 
that she makes. "Everyone has 
such different measurements 
that a standard pattern often 
causes material to be wasted 
if the pattern is altered." In 
fact, she can see a picture or 
hear a description of a dress 
and turn out a finished product 
with professional flair. 

Before Mrs. Barran came to 
the United States, she owned a 
well-known dressmaking shop 
in Yokosuka. After arriving in 
the U. S. she gave up dress- 
making as a profession but kept 
it as a hol)l>y. 

But, Mrs. Barran's talent is 
not limited. She also embroi- 
ders, crochets, and makes 
dolls. Smiling, she points out a 
beautifully costumed kabuki doll 
that she made. Standing before 
the large glass case in which 
it is kept, Mrs; Barran strokes 
the rich silk cloth of the doll 
costume as she explains its or- 
igin.

Stop Stalling on Gardening 
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(Editor's note: Here Is an- 
other In the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. 
Judkins, Extension horticultur- 
ist at Virginia Tech.) 

It's March already. Summer 
will soon be here. Let's quit 
stalling and really get started 
with our gardening activities. 
A good place to begin is to 
prune your shrubs. Get them 
in shape for YigQTous, attractive 
growth. 

Evergreen or deciduous 
shrubs, which are grown pri- 
marily for their foliage, should 
be pruned now. The operation 
is quite simple. First remove 
any dead, broken, diseased or 
insect damaged branches. Then 
thin out the branches and head 
back the bush to maintain a suit- 
able size and form for it's 
location. 

'shrubs which develop num- 
erous stems are pruned by a 
continuous renewal process. 
Several of the older stems 
should be removed each year. 
The top part of the remaining 
branches should be thinned out 
and headed back. This process 
will allow light to reach the 
young shoots which develop 
from the crown of the plant. 
As these stems mature, they 
will form the attractive part 
of the shrub and will in turn 
grow old and be removed. 

Shrubs which have a some- 
what dense type of growth with 
only one, or a limited number 
of main stems, are pruned by 
thinning out and heading back 
the side branches. Remove a 
few branches each year to thin 
out the top of the plant and allow 
light to penetrate. Cutback long 
branches to maintain an infor- 
mal natural shape and a size 
which is suitable for the 
location. 



Box shrubs should be pruned 
by thinning out the top half of 
the plant and cutting back the 
branches to retain the desired 
height. The thinning operation 
will allow light to penetrate 
into the bush and promote leaf 
development. This results in a 
natural, informal type growth 
with good green color extending 
to the center of the shrub. 

In certain locations, and in 
hedges, you may'prefer to shear 
your box into a smooth, rounded 
form. This is appropriate in a 
fortnal landscape setting but 
will result in a rather thin layer 
of leaves on the outride of the 
plant. 

The low and. horizontal type 
junipers should be pruned pri- 
marily from the top. Branches 
which extend upward should be 
cut back. Allow the lateral br- 
anches to develop into points 
around the plant to give a grace- 
ful spreading form. Very little 
lateral pruning should be done 
unless the long branches cause 
the shrub to become too large 
for Its location. 

Narrowleaf evergreen shrubs 
such as arborvitae, cJttamaecy- 
paris, erect junipers and yew 
typically develop nuinerous br- 
anches. They can withstand re- 
latively heavy pruning. Thin out 
the shrub by removing some 
of the older branches and head 
back as needed to retain the 
desired size and form. 

Azalea, camellia, laurel and 
rhododendron grow quite slowly 
and need very little pruning. 
The flower clusters should be 
removed at the end of the bloom- 
ing season. Long stems which 
extend beyond the desired size 
and shape of the plant may be 
cut back to a strong lateral 
branch. 
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If you get in a bind over taxes every year, 
why not save for them in an F&M 
special purpose Tax Club Account.

In this area of the state, we 
see gardenias growing in many 
landscapes. Some are old plants 
with sparse tollage, while 
others are neiifty planted young 
materialSi*- ' .> 

The usual cultural practices 
followlag transplanting will 
favor the devel(*ment of the 
plant. Pruning ttiebranches fol- 
lowing ttie transplanting pro- 
cess win encourage the forma- 
tion of flowering shoots, and 
watering the plants thoroughly 
to k?ep the soil moist will 
help to insure the survival of 
the plant. 

Under favorable conditions, 
a few flower buds can be ex- 
pected the second season. The 
plants are in their prime during 
their third, fourth and fifth 
seasons. 

When fhsy become older, 
gardenias tend to produce small 
buds with littLe foliage. Careful 
pruning to Shorten the older 
wood, and fertihtlng to induce 
moderately robust growth make 
it possible to lengthen their 
productive life for several 
years.

Sgt. Kenneth UGrotta is the 
K-9 Training Officer, and is 
presently working with officers 
G.E. Ball, Stanley F. Bennett, 
Jr., D.L. Embry, W. L. Good- 
son, S. D. Stone, W.H. Smith,. 
Jf. and J.H. Custer. Each of 
the men and the dog assigned 
him are trained as a team to 
develop keen coordination be- 
tween them. 

Because of the specialized 
nature of duty performed by the 
K-9 Corps, officers are chosen 
on a voluntary basis. They are 
required to be married, have 
proper facilities for caring for 
the dog in their home, and the 
dog must be acceptable to his 
wife and children as well as 
himself. The officer's family 
must love animals, since the dog 
will live with them when not 
on duty. ; 

German shepherds are 
chosen for training because of 
their high intelligence, thei 
breeding, their keen sense of 
hearing, smell and sight and 



created special K-9 units as- 
signed to each of the city's 
three police precincts. 

Within a short time special 
vehicles, described as 
"bronco's", fully equipped to 
meet the needs of such special- 
ized duty will be placed in 
service. In the meantime the 
Corps is operating from stand- 
are police patrol cars taking 
part in routine patrol of the 
city. 

The value of the "K-9 Corps" 
is immeasurable. The very pre- 
sence of the German shepherd 
dogs, accompanied by his hand- 
ler. In residential and business 
regions of the city acts as a 
deter ent to any Would-be tew 
breaker. 

A few of the many uses of a 
K-9 shepherd include searching 
buildings which might contain 
burglars; tracking suspects who 
flee a crime scene through 
fields or wooded areas; con- 
trolling and dispersing, unruly 
crowds; and in capturing a man 
with a gun who may be en- 
dangering the lives of others. 

Before any police officer and 
his dog are placed on duty they 
undergo a concentrated course

and one Special Education group 
involved In the project. 

Special activities have been 
planned throughout the area, for 
Girl Scout Week. Last Sunday 
the various troops sat together 
in uniform at their respective 
churches. Many of the troops 
have scheduled father and daug- 
hters banquets. 
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their ^fiiistant desire to please 
and obey Chelr handlers. 

It should be pointed out that 
a shepherd trained for K-9 
duty is not trained as a vicious 
dog, but rather to act on com- 
mand from his handler. The 
dog can become vicious, how- 
ever, when necessary on 
command from his handler. 
Shepherd dogs are also chosen 
for their ability to run at 35 
to 40 m.pju, strike with a 
force of some 300 pounds, and 
to close their jaws on an object 
with more than 500 pounds' of 
pressure per square inch with-- 
out ripping or slashine. 

Other values of the K-9 Corps 
are the great psychological de- 
terrent to would-be law break- 
ers, the low cost of maintaining 
the dogs, as well as the dog's 
endurance. 

While It has been said that 
the presence of a K-9 dog Is 
sometimes , equal to the pr^- 
ence of perhaps two police 
officers in protection of .re- 
sidents of the city, perhaps the 
most valuable asset of the Corps 
is the use of the dogs in a 
Ituation which might otherwise 
endanger the life of a police 
officer in protecting you.

Wedgewood is to be comm- 
ended for taking on such a con- 
troversial play and then pre- 
senting it Inunexpurgatedform, 
but in the final analysis, we 
can only hope that the ages to 
come will not judge us by this 
w^rk. 

There Is more filth than usual 
in this Williams work, much of 
it for filth's sake. It is obvious 
that Williams Is fond neither of 
man nor woman. In this play 
he draws three disgustingly 
clear, pathetic characters and 
winds a thin plot of possession 
around them. 

There is tiie young tubercular 
transverslte who marries a 
prostitute and perversely br- 
ings her home to his humble 
Mississippi Delta farm when 
he knows he Is about to die. 
He does it to keep his half- 
breed, half-brother from own- 
ing the home of htev*?^^**, 
mama after hisrd^^.In,!^- 
mama's boy weakness^afl^^^s 
manui's death he has signed a 
paper giving his cruel, crude 
brother possession at his death. 

But his plan Is spoiled be- 
cause the prostitute will settle 
for anything or anybody to get 
a chance at possession of ma- 
terial goods. The flesh is weak 
and her eventual relationship 
with the animalistic, half-mad 
half-brother is obvious from the 
start. 

It seems that WilUams took 
collected perverts and collected 
bits of native philosophy and put 
them all together to make up 
this play of life In the raw. 
Often the action gets bogged 
down In these philosophical dis- 
cesslons as Williams apparently 
Is trying to make some point. 

Dana Henry's portrayal of the 
transverslte Is somewhat weird. 
He seems to be more obsessed 
with something or other than 
sensitive and scheming. His 
breakdown upon hearing that 
he is going to die lacks the 
quality of Irony. But for a young 
actor, Mr. Henry shows a lot 
of promise In a difficult role. 

His totally nude scene, even 
with back to the audience in 
dim light and on a platform is 
a first, and now that we've 
seen it, it could just as easily 



be a Ust. It doesn't shock. 
It Just isn't necessary. ' 

Lilene Miller Is exceptionally 
good as the compassionate pro- 
stthite willing to compromise 
herself in any way. But her 
allergic scenes and scenes of 
real fright are quite well put 
together In a thrilling perfor- 
mance. 

Paul Iddings plays the brother 
as too much of a slobbering 
idiot. His recitation of phUoso; 
phy while his tongue hangs out 
just doesn't follow. However, 
he is extremely consistent in 
his crude characterizatiom His 
hand on his fly, part of the 
'time with the pants unzipped 
does not shock particularly 
eittier, but It Is carried some- 
what to the extreme and seems 
to have no real reason for happ- 
ening by the third act. 

The set is an ambitious one. 
Its many rooms and many levels 
fill the stage with stark reality. 
Ron Held has. paced the play 
w^l in his directorial role. 

It's worth a trip to toano 
to see thisi play for anyone 
interested in viewing a modern 
experience.

Cavalier Has Pleasant Comedy 



"Bachelor's Wife" by Don 
Appell, Cavalier Dinner Play- 
house's current bill of fare, 
Is a pleasant little comedv about 
a lonfe-time bachelor who 
marries a suprisingly demure 
and Innocent dance hall girl. 

The problem wises wh«i he 
has to tell his mother, who has 
long dominated him. Thus be- 



gins the struggle between 
mother and wife over him and 
his own personal struggle to 
break away from his mother's 
apron strings. 

The subject is certainly ser- 
ious enough, but it is treated 
just lightly enough by director 
Mart Aldre and his fine cast. 
It has some very funny lines 
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tossed into all this seriousness, 
and with the treatment given 
them by the cast the production 
becomes a heartwarming co- j.

The action begins in a hotel 
room on the wedding night of 
the 34-yeair-old bachelor and 
his 27-year-old ex-dance hall 
girl.

Kathleen Coyne, making her 
second appearance at Cavalier, 
is a charming and clever act- 
ress.

The Virginia Beach Erosion 
Commission has voted to use 
its 10-inch dredge to open Rudee 
Inlet again. The inlet has been- 
partially blocked by a sandbar 
built up by winter storms. 

Chairman E. H. Church re- 
commended to the commission 
that the large dredge be used 
for this purpose. Herbert Holt, 
long a critic of the involvement 
of the commission in the opening 
of Rudee Inlet, again voiced his 
dissent to the present work. 

Church pointed out that it is 
his' understanding the next City 
budget recpmmends a sizeable 
increase to the commission, 
part of which will probably be 
used to keep the inlet open. 

While the federal government 
shares part of the cost of dred- 
ging and sand pumping opera- 
tions in Owl's Creek and in 
other reclaiming projects, it is 
not a part of keeping Rudee 
Inlet open for boat traffic. 

One of the major reasons that 
the inlet continues to fill, ac- 
cording to engineers, is that 
a recommended 18-fbot deep 
sand traqp has never been com- 
pleted at the site to catch sand 
driven in by tides and winds. 
When it is finished it will have 
to be pumped out occasionally. 

The commission's eight-inch 
dredge has been working on the 
inlet tor about thiee iweeks, 
and has now begun a two-shift 
operation. The larger dredge 
will begin its two-shift opera- 
tion in about ten days, and it 
is expected that the work can 
be completed in 30 days in 
time for the charter boat fish* 
ing season that is rapidly ap- 
proaching.

Money problems continue to 
plague City Council, and with 
the presentation of the 1969-70 
operating budget at next Mon- 
day's meeting, there appears 
to be lit!Te chance of abatement 

of controversy, 

City Manager Roger Scott 

said he would present his $44.7 
million budget to Council Mon- 
day for consideration. A public 
hearing will then be set, and 
the budget will be adopted, in 
some form, during April. 

Although the contents of the 
budget have not been made pu- 
blic to Councilmenorthepress, 
it is known that a five per 
cent utility tax increase and a 
two-cent-a-pack cigarette tax 
increase are recommended. 
Earlier Scott had said he hoped 
to pare the school budget down 
somewhat over and above the 
paring he had already accom- 
plished in all departments. The 
school budget, at $23.7 million 
has already been passed by the 
school board. 

After discussions with Coun- 
cil and with school officials, 
it appears that the school twd- 
get will not be cut measurably. 
Thus Scott has also included 
an across the board ten-cent 
per hundred dollars valuation 
real estate tax increase which 
amounts to approximately a five 
per cent hike. 

This increase is bound to 
come in for much critlctem In 
light of recent controversy feur- 
rounding the new real estate 
assessments city wide wl}ich 
have already raised taxes con- 
siderably for a large segment 
of property owners.

Councilman George Ferrell 
Monday said he will introduce 
a resolution Monday calling for 
a 5 per cent trimming of the 
budget regardless of the op- 
position which came from many 
other members of Council, ;

Marshall said he felt 
the City Manager had made 
as many cuts as possible al- 
ready. Councilman Murray 
Malbon also voiced opposition 
to Ferrell's proposal, but said 
he was in favor of a cut or 
anything that would help hold 
taxes down. 

Councilman Albert Bonney 
said he agreed that state tax 
men ought to be brought In 
to reassure the public. Coun- 
cilman John McCombs said he 
would like to have the Asst. 
City Manager for Finance Giles 
Dodd come up with an alter- 
native tax, but Scott said it was 
up to him and he would do what- 
ever Council wanted. 

The entire matter has arisen 
from the storm of protest that 
has reached City Council from 
property owners who have seen 
their assessments rise as much

Bruce Murphy, a candidate 
for the Virginia House of Dele- 
gates subject to the July Demo- 
cratic primary, in an address 
Monday before the Virginia

What's in store for education 
in 10 years? There's a strong 
possibility ttot so-called 
"space-age" education will 
arrive complete with computers 
and plastic schools. 

According to School Supt. E. 
E. Brickell, "1 firmly believe 
we're going to see a continua- 
tion and intensifying of indivi- 
dual instruction with a contin- 
uation of accelerated and re- 
medial teaching. There wiU be 
more specialists, and we will 
make more and more use of 
electronic aids. We're living in 
the age of computers, aj:d it 
has tremendous importance for 
education. We've larely scra- 
tched fte surface of its import- 
ance in educati«m." 

Brickell said that tiie body 
of content of si4)ject matter 
won't change greatly but Uiat 
the method of pres«tingit will. 

Trachers are the key to the 



success of any school program 
Brickell said. "Teachers today 
are better prepared, more 
poised, composed, aticulateand 
proficient. 1 think teacher drain- 
ing will continue to improve, 
and 1 think we can look for- 
ward to better and better tea- 
chers. This is an attractive 
place to work and word goes 
back to campuses." 

But as land costs rise, so 
do construction costs and also 
the cost per pupil of educat- 
ing students. Brickell foresees 
the need of three or four "fairly 
large" high schools in the next 
10 years. There is certain to 
be a number of elementary 
schools too. 

One solution to the mounting 
building costs has been offered 
by a Virginia Beach architect, 
Evan McCorkle, and that is to 
construrt schools of fiberglass 
at about a fifth of the tost of 
conventtonal scftools.' There's 
nothing but U»e mecianicai eq- 



uipment inside the building that 
cannot be built of fiberglass... 
exterior and Interior walls, all 
fixtures, doors and doorknobs, 
windows," said McCorkle. 

"Nothing I'm proposing is 
new. The problem is people," 
said McCorkle. 'They think of 
fiber glass as waste baskets 
awl toys. "We're not dealing in 
toys." 

McCorkle saidi'he got the 
Idea from fiber gl^ boat hulls 
about 15 years ago. He said 
that dynamic pressure and 
water are more exacting on boat 
hulls than pressures that would 
be demanded of buildings. 

Fiber glass has peculiar pro- 
perties in so far as it's re- 
quirements, said McCorkle. It 
can take any shape but one. It 
is not condusive to flat walls. 
It can take any texture imagin- 
able, and any form or shape 
that can be formal in a moW 
or press can be duplicated. 
"Curved,it^ as strong as steel," 



said McCorkle. 

Schools would be put up by 
units, without foundations. Units 
would be two-inch thick panels 
of fiber glass which would con- 
tain Insulation— the same type 
of Insulation that Is used in 
refrigerators. The mechanical 
system— electricity, supply and 
return for heat and air condit- 
ioning, plumbing (in plastic 
pipes)— would all be included 
in the unit six inches under 
the floor. 

Lighting would be from 
fluorescent tubes Included in the 
walls. The whnl«» r<Jom would 
be lighted with a controlled light 
level. "The lights we use now 
are one step removed from oil 
lamps,"said McCorkle.'Theyte 
the same l»sic desip but not 
mu(* better." 

McCorkle pointed out the 
number of materials now needed 
to construct sctools—coocr^e, 
woocl, plastic, cMicrete blocks, 
tile, vinyl paneling, steel and 



miscellaneous metal, glass, 
roofing materials, plus light 
fixtures and wiring. 

"All would be replaced by 
one material," said McCorkle. 
"It does away with carpenters, 
masons, plumbers, etc." 

He said that a school could 
be built In a month. "Time 
is pure dollars and cenli." 
He added that people on the city 
staff could do the construction. 
Units would be joined by lap 
joints, metal clivs or to^oe 
in groove joints. 

Besides the short construc- 
tion time and cost of material, - 
McCorkle said that upkeep ' 
wouW be cut roughly 95 per 
cent and utility costs wtwW 
drq? 75 to 80 per cent. Besid«, 
fiber glass i<* ureproof. 

The units would form a tc^ 
school; they would not t)e tem- 
porary buildings. Schools would 
include auditoriums, gymnasi- 
ums and cafeterias of fflser 
glass.

The serving of the jaii sen- 
tence resulted from Becker's 
losing efforts to have the U. S.

Cohen said this slow 
drain on the retirement fund, 
combined with the withdrawing 
of $117,000 contributed into the 
State system since the 1963 
merger of Virginia Beach and 
Princess Anne County and re- 
depositing the funds under the 
city's own program at an in- 
terest rate higher than the 2.25 
per cent paid by the State, would 
provide for a good period of cap- 
ital accummulatton.

Virginia Beach School Board 
reappointed E. E. Brickell as 
Superintendent of Schools.

Brickell had been appointed 
March 1, 1968 to serve the re- 
maining year of FrankW. Cox's 
term. A celebration was held 
at the end of the meeting to 
honor Brickell's year's service 
and reappointmjent. 

OUier business conducted by 
the Board included the accept- 
ance of a $479,702 insurance 
settlement for King's Grant 
elementary School. The settle- 
ment was called a good one by 
Brickell. Negotiations are still 
in process for a settlement on 
equipment. King's Grant, which 
was gutted by a fire in Decem- 
ber, originally cost $465,000 
to build. 

The Board approved a 
$700,800 bid by Robert R. 
Marquis, Inc. for rebuilding the 
school. This was an alternate 
bid that includes air condition- 
ing and other improvement^for 
the school. It was chosen over 
a $510,300 bid which did not 
Include the Improvements. 

Also approved by the Board 
was a $851,000 federal grant 
for construction. The greater 
part of the grant, $700,000, 
will be used to partially finance 
a new elementary school in the 
Bayside area. The school, which 
will cost approximately 
$900,000 is scheduled to open 
September, 1970. 

Princess Anne Elementary 
School will receive the re- 
maining $151,000 for its 10- 
room air conditioned addition.

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I^ere Comes The Budget 



The City Manager has not 
yet presented his new operating 
budget for the city to City 
Council, and already it is the 
subject of much discussion, 
criticism and controversy. Mon- 
day it goes to C^ouncil, and the 
real fireworks should begin. 

Informotion has been leaked 
out through various sources 
that the recommended budget 
will be more than $8 million 
higher than last year, that cig- 
arette and utility taxes will rise 
moderately, that a ten cent or 
about a 5 per cent across- 
the-board real estate tax in- 
crease is included and that much 
of all the increases are there 
because of the rise in the school 
budget. 

Our SUN SURVEY of last 
week showed that many citizens 
are tired of sharp increases 
in taxes and that they are in 
favor of cutting the school bud- 
get. It is not difficult to see 
how they arrive at this con- 
clusion. They have seen real 
estate and other taxes rise 
considerably in the last two 



years; they have seen new real 
estate assessnnents recently 
which have frightened them; 
and city fathers have pointed 
out rather bleakly that the pro- 
spects for the future offer more 
of the same only more so. 

But calling for cutting the 
school budget or recommending 
a five per cent overall cut 
before even seeing the budget, 
as has been done by Council- 
man George Ferrell, may be 
just a shade prenxiture. 

We too are tired of continued 
tax hikes in a place we chose 
to live partly because of low 
taxes. We too recommend econ- 
omy. We too recommend an 
ardent search for a new tax 
base. But the new budget must 
be studied and each item ap- 
proved or cut on merit. Early 
controversy can do no more 
than further the cause of stir- 
ring up an already stirred up 
populace and make elect ion- shy 
Counciimen perhaps too aware 
that 1970' s Councilmotic race 
is only a year away. 




Finally--A Concrete Sliggestion 



After two years of flailing 
around by too moriy people, 
there would appear to be a 
concrete step in the making 
toward a general aviation air- 
port in Virginia Beach. 

Just last week on this page 
we stated that such a step 
fiiust be possible with so many 
dedicated and intelligent people 
working on the problem. Now 
its up to City Council, which 
we hope will take prompt af- 
firmative action. 

The Mayor's Airport Study 
committee, which has been 
working with and exclusive of 
other official and non-official 
groups on the airport problem, 
has asked for the small ap- 
propriation of $5,000 from the 
city, as its port of the cost 
^ an engineering study thar 



will be necessary before the 
Federal Aviation Agency cocl 
ever approve an airport here. "^ 

The study would recommend 
three suitable sites, not those 
in the way of any military or 
civilian problems, as has hap- 
pened in the recent and not so 
redent post. Worried about 
money and the relative ne6d 
for an airport, Council took 
no action at the informal meet- 
ing. The study must be made 
now and land must be acquired 
if we are ever to have an air- 
port. 

For too long the wheels of 
progress in this matter have 
been bogged down in a muddy 
mess that should be a runway. 
This is a good recommendation 
nrvTit must be to I lowed through. 



The Right to Know 



Certainly the people of Vir- 
ginia Beach have a right to 
know what is going on in the 
governing of their city. Butthis 
time the Council of Civic Or- 
ganizations may have gone too 
far. 

There is little doubt that 
civic leagues and the CCO rep- 
resenting many of them carry 
a lot of weight withCityCouncil. 
Often pressure by the Civic 
groups of voters and non- voters 
have brought about some ques- 
tionable decisions on zoning and 
other nxitters. 

Counciimen also must ob- 
viously represent all segments 
of the population. But for the 
CCO to adopt a resolution ques- 
tioning the workings of the city 
and Its officials when it is not 
In possession of all the facts 



or when it has not absorbed 
all the facts it just is not fair. 

The CCO wants a public meet- 
ing to discuss the reappraisals, 
which have been throughly dis- 
cussed in many meetings and 
the subject has been covered 
exhaustively in newspapers and 
through other communications 
media. The meeting would only 
give voice to critics v/ho would 
criticize anyway. We do not feel 
the meeting could serve any 
useful purpose, and hope that 
Council will turn it down. 

The citizens of this city can 
be as v/ell informed as any 
anywhere. All city ofHi^rations 
are carried on openly with full 
coverage. The CCO not with- 
standing, all the citizens have 
to do is look.

Primary Fight Still On 



The latest entry in the It. governor sweep- 
stakes in the July Democratic Primary is 
that old philosopher himself, Hardtimes Hunt. 
Hunt, admittedly a loser in his other ventures 
into politics, is nevertheless a serious candi- 
date, and there should be a little doubt that the 
Oyster gentleman means it all quite sincerely. 

In the past he has spent most of his time 
writing letters about state, local and na tion al 
scope problems. Now he's iii the race, along 
with State Sen. Sargent Reynolds of Richmond, 
who has the backing now of Norfolk State 
Sen. Peter Babalas. 

It Is doubtful that the field for the secqpd 
spot on the ticket will stop at these two, 
especially since Norfolk State Sen. Edward 
Breeden has done everything but announce that 
he will run, most likely on a ticket with Lt, 
Gov. Fred Pollard in the top spot and with 
Guy Farley of Fairfax in the No. 3 attorney 
general spot, 

otherwise there are still no tickets, and 
everybody else so far is an avowfed independent. 
That, of course, is subject to change. 

It would appear that the Democratic "dream 
ticket" that would have either Pollard or Wil- 
liam Battle step aside and run for the No. 2 
spot can be forgotten. The age of miracles 
is not dead, however, especially .vhere politics 
are concerned. 

The desperate trial balloon went up in the 
halls of the State Capitol last week that would 
endorse a ticket headed by long-time Organi- 
zation leader and now House of Delegates 
Speaker John Warren Cooke, with Pollard 
seeking a second term as It. governor and 
Battle running for attorney general. 

While Cooke said he was flattered and the 
comment from Pollard and Battle was not 
forthcoming, all indications were that the whole 
idea was met with an overwhelming surge 
of apathy usually reserved for a bottle of 
champagne that's lost its bubbles. 

A Democratic ttcket with those three gentle- 
men would be a formidable one. All three 
are recognized laders and vote g^ers. ^ml 
Cook's name has been bandied about several 
times for the top S(vt. 

The major reason this is being tried, ob- 
viously, IS to stave off a party split, which 
could eive the Republican party in Virginia 



just the impetus it needs in campaigning for 
their standard-bearer, the ever pcpilar Lin- 
wood Holton. Holton is well-liked and has 
proved to be a good campaigner and a sub- 
stantial vote getter. He gave a good accounting 
of himself in his unsuccessful bid in 1965 
against Mills E. Godwin, Jr. that saw the 
Governor elected without a majority for the 
first time since 1880. 

Conspicuous by the absence of talk about 
him has been Norfolk State Sen. Hairy Howell, 
also running for the democratic nomination 
for Governor. Howell is still running hard, 
not at all worried or interested in all the 
talk atout "dream tickets" "accommodation" 
or anything else. 

His chances of winning the primary are 
not thought to be exceptional, except by Howell, 
but he does have the party leadership worried 
enough to try to stave off a bitter fight and 
possibly a runoff primary. 

The major fight is tound to be between 
Battle and Pollard, toth of wtom are drawing 
support from all factions of the party. While 
both have said they will support the other 
in November no matter who wins, a primary 
split is becoming ihore and more inevitable 
as the deadline for filing candidacies nears. 

Gov. Godwin has been a strong Virginia 
Governor and has generally been well-liked 
and respected for his accomplishments and 
policies. Traditionally outgoing governors, now 
still prohibited from running for a second 
term, stay wit of the race of tlwse who seek 
to succeed him. Neither endorsement nor re- 
jection is ever heard. In ttie last primary 
there was no congest, so outgoing Gov. Albertis 
Harrison had a Itttle easier job. 

But not so ttUs time. It is beginnii^ to 
appear that the only way to send any one 
of the candidates to the head <tf ttte class 
would be with an endorsement by Gov. Godwin. 
While tt is still d<Mbtfttl this will happa>, 
he has been extr«nely interested in some type 
of baruKmy and let U be known many times 
in many ways. 

Ttat endorsement could be the only answer. 
Otherwise it looks like a long liard siting 
and the Id} knks-lu^^ better. 




The second objective of our founding fathers in establishing 
a constitution was to "secure the blessings of liberty to our- 
selves and our posterity." The misunderstood meaning of the 
word liberty lies at the root of many of our so-called demon- 
strations and the hostilities engendered therefrom. 

Liberty is that point beyond which the government cannot 
go in enforcing its power and control over an individual. Liberty 
however, . has definite limits from an individual's point of 
view. 

Individual liberty can be expressed in words and actions. 
In America one can get on a street corner soap-tox and esqpress 
any opinion he wants to, as long as he doesn't interfere witti 
the rights of others to enjoy and use the sidewalk and the street, 
or purposely instigate harm to others. 

America long ago resolved that there is a continuous beneficial 
cleansing process involved in the free and independent expression 
of * ideas and opinions. The expression of a worthless idea 
strengthens the convictions of those who have good ideas and 
the expression of a good idea enables our society to adopt new 
worthwhile techniques. Either way^ our republic is stronge 
because of the liberty of free expression. A dictatorship lacks 
this asset and suffers from its absense. Any country is stronger 
because of the free expression of ideas and opinions which in- 
evitably fosters creativity. 

The difficulty in America today is that the limits of liberty 
are misunderstood. The trouble usually starts when an attempt 
is made to convert ideas and opinions into actions. If one 
disagrees with certain aspects of the Democratic National Con- 
vention, for example, or certain planks in the platform of the 
democratic party, he can hold a meeting and express his ideas 
and opinions to as many people who voluntarily desire to listen 
to his thoughts. 

If he attempts to convert his ideas into action by asking a group 
to go to Chicago by Uie hundreds or thousands, this is still all 
right, is he attempts to influence the minds of ttie delegates to 
the democratic national convention in an orderly manner to his 
point of view. 

If, however, when such a group arrives in Chicago they block 
off one of the busiest streets in the city for two or three hours 
during the rush hours and interfere with the orderly flow of 
traffic, or if they assemble a threatening crowd and attempt to 
instigate this crowd against the police by shouting "aU police 
are criminals and should be killed," or some similar positive 
instigation to ha^m someone or act mlschieviously, they have 
ovel^tepped the bounds of liberty as guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution. 

By ttielr actions they have affected prejudicially the rights 
and interests of other persons and society in general. Any 
government on earth at fids point will exercise its ^ttority 
and enforce the constitutional guarairtee of domestic traoqikllity 
and eliminate tbe ttureat to domestic wel£u-e. 

We must never forget tlat ttie same constitution which guar- 
antees "Uie blessinp of liberty" also giarantees "domestic 
tranpiUity" and an improvemeirt in the* "general welfare." 

Wtdle America cannot tolerate violdice, it is not afraid of 
the free Isterdtar^ of new ideas and opinioiK.

Shortly after last week's edit- 
ion of the SUN hit the streets 
stating the house at 2305 Pacific 
Ave. would soon be moved- to a 
location on Old Dam Neck Road, 
W. V. Morgan, who says he is 
owner of the house, received 
that startling phone call from 
his tenant. Needless to say 
Mr. Morgan was slightly upset, 
and rightly so, since he had 
no mtention of moving the house. 

It appeared the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN was attempting to 
move the wrong house. But as 
we took steps to substantiate 
our position and clarify the 
matter, the entire matter be- 



came tnore deeply involved and 
more confused. 

Records "on file with the City 
Public Works Dept., which 
issues permits for moving 
houses, show that on Feb. 4 
an application was filed to move 
a house from 2305 Pacific Ave. 
to Old Dam Neck Road. 

This same application from 
the firm of Heath, DeForas and 
Heath, on behalf of Vernon J. 
James was duly read and app- 
roved during the Feb. 10 City 
Council meeting. 

However, the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN'S investigation 
shows the application should 
actually have been filed to move 
a house from 2205 Pacific Ave. 
to Old Dam Neck Road; 

This was verified <^y R. S. 
.Marshall, who told the SUN 
'he sold the house to Mr. James 
for moving as part of plans to 
expand his place of business, 
Seaside Market.

Everybody 
dreams of coming here some 
day, and now I've realized my 
dream."

Hot Cross Buns are cheery 
coffee companions throughout 
Lent from Ash Wednesday right 
up until Easter. Although fruit- 
stuffed "cross buns" are now a 
thoroughly Christian symbol, 
they originated in pagan times. 

The early Egyptians began 
marking cakes with the sign 
of horns to offer to their moon 
goddess. Horn-imprinted cakes 
were also popular with the 
Greeks who presented them to 
Astarte and many other deities. 
It is said that when the horn 
marking first' 'changed to a 
cross, it was synibolic of the 
four quarters of the moon. La- 
ter on, bread with crosses was 
served by Romans at sacrifi- 
cial feasts, and Saxons baked 
cross-loaves to honor Foster, 
the goddes of light. 

However, the authentic Hot 
Cross Bun, as we know it, was 
created in Merry Old England. 
During the 1700's, In Devon and 
Worcestershire, cross buns 
were hung from the beams of 
cottages as protection against 
fire, mice, moths and other 
catastrophes. The most famous 
bakery was the Old Original 
Royal Bun House of Chelsea. 
According to the Historians, 
crowds rushed to the "royal 
bun house" and stood in line 
for hot cross Chelsea buns from 
six in the morning until six at 
night. The buns were so popular 
that pastry cooks and bakers 
had competitions to see who 
could produce the best ones. 
Peddlers of buns were overly 
enthusiastic in selling their 
wares and Londoners began 
complaining that they were a- 
wakened by the bun-seller's 
cry in the wee hours of the 
morning. 

Though we don't claim that 
our Hot Cross Buns have mi- 
raculous powers or will cause 
riots, we do promise that they 
have wonderful old-fashioned 
goodness without old-fashioned 
fuss. What's more, the addition 
of a little instant coffee pow- 
der actually enhances the color 
and flavor of the buns. Oh, yes, 
and do serve them hot with 
pats of butter and marmalade. 

Good coffee, like Hot Cross 
Buns, must be freshly-made 
to be appreciated. While your 
6uns are baking, start brewing 
a large pottul of coffee for the 
mid-morning kaffeeklatsch. Use 
cold water straight from the 
tap, a clean coffee maker and 
this excellent brewing formula: 
One Aiflproved Coffee Measure 
(equal to two level measuring 
tablespoons) of coffee to each 
six ounces ofwater per serving. 
Serve immediately after brew- 
ing at peak flavor and aroma. 

QUICK HOT CROSS BUNS 




Quick hot cross buns 
before Easter. 

4 c. biscuit mix 
1/2 c. golden raisins 
1/2 c. diced, candled citron 

2 tsp. cinnamon 

2 tsp. Instant coffee powder 
1/3 c. sugar 

1 c. milk (approx.) 

1 egg yolk 

1 tbl. water 

Combine first 6 ingredients; 
mix well. Add enough milk to 
make a soft dough; mixing with

Dephllniums ancN hollyhocks 
are nice companions in the pere- 
nnial border. Both produce im- 
pressive blooms which serve 
as striking accent points in the 
flower bed. Each should be 
grown as a biennial and re- 
planted each year. The results 
are well worth the effort. If you 
start your plants now they will 
produce flowers this summer. 

Delphiniums are among the 
finest of the spike type flowers 
for the garden. Plant them in 
a fertile, well-drained soil to 
promote vigorous healthy 
growth. Stem rot may develop 
in wet heavy soil. You should 
be prepared to spray for mil- 
dew and leaf spot diseases which 
may become a problem on some 
varieties. 

Delphiniums are fine for flo- 
wer arrangements in the home. 
The spikes should be cut when 
about haU of the blooms are 
open. Be sure to cut all flo- 
wers when they reach matur- 
ity. Side shoots will develop 
from the base of the old stems, 
and produce a second, and 
sometimes a third, crop of 
flowers. 

The Pacific Giant hvbrids 
are truly gorgeous. They have 
double florets on spikes which 
are four or five feet tall. Most 
varieties of this strain are quite 
resistant to mildew. The colors 
range from white and pink, 
through shades of blue and vio- 
let. Elaine is a Pacific Giant 
with an exquisite lavender pink 
color. 

Have you tried the Connecti- 
cut Yankee delphinium? This 
variety has hardy plants about 
30 Inches tall. They are a very 
useful size for flower arrange- 
ments in the home. They grow 



"^in clumpT'wnr^stfbng wiry 
stems. The spikes have flowers 
which are two inches across, 
in white, and shades of blue 
and 'purple. The Connecticut 
Yankee typically lives for se- 
veral years. It was an All Am- 
erican Selection in 1965. 

You may also wish to consider 
the Belladonna and Bellamosum 
delphiniums. These grow to a 
height Qf three or four feet and 
have loosely arranged florets 
on a slender spike. The Bella- 
donna is light blue and the 
Bellamosum is dark blue. The 
Chinese delphinium is a rela- 
tively dwarf variety which 
grows to a height of two feet 
and will bloom the first year. 

And now a few words about 
hollyhocks. This tall, stately 
flower may be used in several 
unique ways in the landscape. 
Try them as a screen at the 
edge of the property, or as a 
background plant in the border. 
They also are very good in 
groups as accent along a bare 
wall. 



Hollyhocks need a warm, sun- 
ny "location, with a fertUe, well 
drained soil. They will bloom 
from late spring to midsummer. 
These tall flowers should not be 
planted in an exposed, windy 
location. 

If you plant hollyhocks, you 
should try the new double Pow- 
derpuff. These fine plants have 
excellent fully double flowers 
in spikes Ave or six feet tall. 
The colors range from white 
and yellows through shades of 
pink and lavender. 

Chater's Double hollyhock 
has individual flowers which 
are Ave or six Inches across 
on plants six to eight feet tall.

Do not allow 
the double varieties to self- 
seed, because they will not come 
true to name. They will revert 
back to the single type. Be 
prepared to spray your holly- 
hocks to control rust. This is 
about the only serious problem 
involved in growing this flne 
plant.

Beware of the "expert" who 
will not be around to answer 
questions after the return has 
been prepared and flled; 

Never sign a blank return 
and leave It with a stranger; 

Do not sign a tax return 
prepared in ptencll, since the r«^ 
turn can be changed later; 

Avoid the advisor who "gua- 
rantees" refunds, wants a per- 
centage of the refund, or sup- 
posedly knows all the angles; 
and 

Be on your guard if it is 
suggested that your refund check 
be majiled to the practitioner's 
address. 

Boyle said a professional ad- 
visor should sign the tax re- 
turn that he prepares on the 
line provided and you should 
record his name and address 
for future reference. ^ 



Set Record 

Virginia Beach reached 93 
percent of Its 1968 goal In

Law Enforced 1st Time 



An 18 -year -old Virginia Beach 
resident has become the first 
person in the city to be charged 
under a new Virginia ordinance 
outlawing the use, and/or, pos- 
session of sawed off shotguns. 

Police officials said they have 
charged Elnjer Hines, of Daniel 
Smith Road, with violation of 
that portion of the State Code 
which prohibits the possession 
or use of a sawed off shotgun 
in the perpetration, or attempted 
perpetration, of a crime of vio- 
lence. The State Code also 
states that anyone convicted of 
violating this portion of the 
Code is subject to a punishment 
of death or confinement in the 
State Penitientiary for a period 
of not less than 20 years.

Joseph B. Henzel, clerk on 
duty at the time of the robbery, 
is quoted by police with saying 
two men with sawed off shot 
guns forced him to hand over 
money from two cash register 
drawers and forced him to open 
the store safe which contained 
petty cash receipts.

City Council met last night 
in private session-press ex- 
cluded-to discuss the record 
$45 million budget presented 
officially to members Monday 
by City Manager Roger Scott. 

The private staff briefing with 
Council was attended by Per- 
sonnel Director E. A. Culver- 
house, Assistant City Manager 
David Norman and Assistant to 
the City Manager for Finance 
Giles Dodd. Scott said the meet- 
ing was to discuss the budget 
generally, and that if Council- 
men wished to talk with other 
city department heads they 
could call them to future brief- 
ings. He also said the briefing 
excluded the press so that there 
could be more freedom of ex- 
pression by all cortcerned. 

What was discussed was ex- 
pected to be much the same 
as was discussed at Monday's 
City Council regular meeting. 
Cutting the budget came up 
for a gr«it deal of discussion 
Monday even before it was pre- 
sented by Scott and before a 
public hearing on the budget 
was set for 10 a.m. Monday, 
April 14. 

Tied to the budget was also 
tlje current controversy over 
real estate appraisals citywide. 
Discussion on that also was 
rather full at the meeting. 

Councilman George Ferrell 
introduced his much-heralded 
resolution that he said was 
not a "slap in the face to the 
City Manager" as had been im- 
plied. He said he was concerned 
about the rising cost of govern- 
ment and favored economy and 
fiscal responsibility. 

The resolution called for a 
budget cut of up to five per 
cent and the staying of the 
effect of the new real estate 
tax appraisals until after state 



appraisers could bebrwi^in 
to study those made by tiie city 
assessors. The resolution, fol- 
lowing a fuU airing, was de-' 
feated 6-3. Only Ferrell, Albert 
Bonney and M^or Frank Dusch 
favored the resolution. Law- 
rence Marshall abstained. 

Scott's budget calls for aten- 
cent per$100 valuation increase 
in the ireal estate tax rate, in 
addition to the new appraisals, 
which he estimated would bring 
in about $2 million in additional 
revenue. 

Councilman Curtis Payne 
said he favored cutting the rate 
by 20 to 30 cents instead and 
alluded to a plan he would in- 
troduce to accomplish this, but 
did ndt offer any specific svgg- 
estlons.

The largest single item in the 
budget is for education.

Scott told Council that he 
had already trimmed the bud- 
gets of many departments by 
as much as 20 per cent before 
presenting It. 

In his 15-page budget mess- 
age Scott outlined each chall- 
enge to be met by the city 
with the budget. (See chart for 
explanation of revenue and ex- 
penditures). 

Meanwhile the new assess- 
ments are receiving a complete 
airing in a number of quarters. 

The Tidewater Association 
of Home Builders, meeting In 
Virginia Beach Tuesday night, 
was told by its president, 
Howard Welsburg, that the re- 
appraisal is not fair not equit- 
able to the home-building Indus- 
try. 

He said it makes no allowance 
for the ability Dt industrial and 
commercial real estate holders 
to add greatly to city Income 
In the form of Income and sales 
taxes.

Eight Men 
Rescued 

Eight persons were rescued 
from Virginia Beach waters in 
two separate bo^iting accidents 
last Saturday. 

Two boys, identified as 
Robbie Skinner, 12, of Tre- 
lawnay Road, and Kenneth Nor- 
man, 13, of Blackberry Road, 
were credited with rescuing 
four men from Lake Joyce. 

According to the youths, they 
were preparing for an over- 
night camping trip on Treasure 
Island when four fishermen 
boarded asmall outboard alum- 
inum boat and began moving 
down the lake. A short distance 
from the island, according to 
Robbie, the boat overturned 
throwing the men into the water. 

The boys, hearing the men's 
cries for help, launched their 
boat and pulled two of the flound- 
ering men from the Lake and 
took them to safety on the 
shore. The boys then returned 
in their boat to the sight of 
the overturned boat, to which 
the remaining two men were 
clinging, and pulled them into 
their (the boy's) boat and took 
them to shore. 

Neither Robbie nor Kenneth 
were able to identify any of the 
four men they had rescuedfrom 
Lake Joyce but indicated the 
men apparently escaped injury 
in their unexpected plunge into 
the chilly waters of the lake. 

Four Navy men attached to 
the Little Creek Naval Amphib- 
jniis Base, "all. in their 20's, 
were rescued from the Atlantic 
Ocean when their 14 foot out- 
board boat was swamped in the 
surf off Atlantic Avenue, 

Police quote witnesses with 
saying the men stood up in the 
boat waving towards shore when 
a wave suddenly knocked them 
overboard in the surfing area 
between the Surf Rider Res- 
taurant and the Steel Pier, 

One of the men managed to 
reach shore seeking assistance 
for his three companions still 
in the water, one of whom he 
said was drowning. 

Those on the beach joined 
surfers in bringing the trio to 
shore and revived Dennis J. 
Hoffman with artificial respira- 
tion. Police and members of the 
Virginia Beach Rescue Squad 
arrived on the scene and began 
administering first aid to the 
boaters. 

Hoffman was taken to Ports- 
mouth Naval Hospital where he 
was held overnl0itforobserva- 
! /Jon. The other men, identified 
as John E. Wade, Lewis Coin 
and John Hughes, were released 
after emergency treatment for 
exposure. 

The unmaimed boat continued 
circling In the water for about 
30 minutes until the motor ran 
out of fuel and Oie boat ground- 
ed itself, Men of the Second 
PoUce Precinct managed to se- 
cure a Une to the boat and 
towed it to shore.

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City Council vs. Budget 




City Council is now in a ser- 
ious quandary where nx>ney is 
concerned. City Manager Roger 
Scott has presented his $45 
million record budget that calls 
for several tax increases. 

Actually where the budget is 
concerned, only a small part 
is set by Scott. The rest is 
set by the schobl board, debt 
service, city payroll and the 
like. But to pay the bills for 
the additional services that are 
so necessary in a growing city, 
money has to be found. 

CityCouncilmen face an elec- 
tion next June, and certainly 
they do not wish to enact any 
more tax increases, especially 
serious ones. Some members 
are talking of cutting taxes, a 
welcome sound, but hardly real- 
istic, even to the naive voter. 

It is indeed unfortunate that 
the reassessment controversy 
has to be tied, however unwit- 
tingly, tp the new budget. The 
timing ^couldn't be worse. It 
seems now that Council has 
little choice but to delay the 
effect of those new appraisals 



in the face of so much protest, 
as well as little choice than 
to cut the budget to the bone. 

While Councilman George 
Ferrell's resolution to stay the 
effect and to call in state apprai- 
sers to check on the city 
appraisers was soundly de- 
feated, other Councilmen are 
secretly glad he opened the door 
to doubt, especidlty in light of 
hundreds of complaints. For ex- 
ample, it is a known fact that 
if the major developers of the 
city are forced tobearthelq^unt 
of the new appraisals, they will 
certainly pass the increase 
along to the consumers. Then 
we'll ail suffer even more. 

While we do not pass Judge- 
ment on the city assessors, 
we feel that state appraisers 
will yet have to be brought in 
to satisfy the fears and settle 
any inequities. 

While Ferrell today stands 
beaten back, he and his supp- 
orters may yet come out on 
top by having been willing to 
admit there is room for doubt 
and trying to settle it now.

The Virginia Beach Comm- 
issioner of Revenue, City 
Sargeant, Commonwealth's 
Attorney and Treasurer are 
asking for a raise. Half of their 
salary is paid by the State, 
based on the population of the 
city.

They are how being paid on 
~poputatlOn figures of the 1960 
census, but the population of the 
city has nearly doubled since 
that tirne. According to state 
law they are entitled to a hear- 
ing on that raise when a higher 
bracket of population is 
reached. Virginia Beach has 
now reached that plateau, and 
rightfully they are heading to 
Richmond to get what should 
be theirs. 

What is ironic is that state 
law provides for a raise, or 
at least a hearing for them, 
when the population grows, but 
does not provide for the dis- 
tribution of state funds to lo- 
calities on the same basis. State 
funds that ore reaching Virginia 
Beach now from several diff- 
erent tax sources are based 
on the 1960 census, with^no 
provision for review until the 
1970 census. That is unfortu- 
nate in the case of Virginia 

Beach.

Waiting in the Wings 



The 1969 Democratic primary gubernatorial 
race can't seenv to get underway. Something 
called a special session of the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly keeps getting in the way. And 
from the looks of things a lot of political 
fuel for the campaign fires to come will come 
from that special session. 

Already there have been more fights that 
were anticipated in the meeting halls of the 
State Capitol. While the new Constitution drawn 
by the Harrison Commission was never ex- 
pected to make it through unscathed, it is 
actually having more trouble than expected. 

The retention of bienniel sessions was re- 
commended. That was defeated. Annual ses- 
sions will be held. And the debt limit pro- 
posals have caused a great deal more pain 
than was anticipated. 

All of this is taking away from the guber- 
natorial sweepstakes. But the issues at stake 
are important enough to do just that. Those 
closely contested issues in the legislature 
will no doubt make it easier for the cam- 
paigners to campaign when they do gst start- 
ed in earnest. 

The Democrats in the legislature have 
apparently failed in all efforts to find a com- 
promise candidate or to get at least two of 
the contestants together on a single ticket. 

There is still a slight chance that as soon" 
as the longer -than-expected special session is 
over a few more candidates will emerge from 
wherever it is candidates wait to emerge 
from. For instance State Sen. Edward Breeden 
has still stopped short of announcing his can- 
didacy for Lt. Governor on the Fred Pollard 
ticket. But his voting record in this s^sion 
would Indicate he intends to do so, In spite 
of his more liberal leanings on some issues 
in the i^ist. There is speculation that his 
official announcement of candidacy will come 
as soon as the final gavel sounds on the ses- 
sion which will have drawn for us a new 
constitution. 



At the same time Pollard, William Battle 
and Henry Howell continue to march about the 
jstate talking to any groups that will listen. 
Each day's headlines on the inside pages of 
daily newspapers tell of their speeches before 
this group or that and about the innocuous 
speeches they are making. Also newsy items 
appear about this or that sub-luminary app- 
ointed to this or that committ to work for 
this or that specific candidate. 

But the major news is still about the leg- 
islative session. That is still capturing the 
front pages daily, relegating the news about 
the caixiidates to a spot of lesser importance. 
But this too, in time shall pass, and we'll 
probably be wishing for these days again. 

Filing time is nearing for the primary, 
so if any 11th hour politicians are going to 
announce it will have to be a well-timed 
announcement...that is, just at the moment 
the special session ends and that news dies 
dowi and just before the already announced 
candidates get into hi^ gear. 

The following three months still at this 
moment promise to hold lots of angry words 
between Democratic candidates all trying for 
the same votes. And it is still all very much 
confused, since at least Battle and Pollard 
are in many cases vieing for the votes of 
the same taction. 

The possibility of an August runoff is still 
quite strong. Howell stq^rters feel certain 
that their bvorite son will be in that runoff, 
possibly as the wljqner of the top spc^ in 
July. These estimates are thought to l>e some- 
what <^mistic to the Battle and Pollard 
Camps.

In a family engaged in agriculture, each member had a definite 
economic role, starting at an early age. Junior, when he got five . 
years old, was able to bring firewood in for the night, or pick 
apples for his mother, or pick up eggs from the chicken house, 
. or vegetables from the garden. Similarly, a young girl learned 
:>y:v:::y>X::!:::v:v::$:- to cook early while her mother helped the father in the fields 
and with the daily chores. When junior got nine or ten years old 
he milked cows, fed the livestock, helped harvest crops, dug 
fence post holes, tilled the soil, hunted trapped, and fulfilled 
a function quite close to that of an adult. 

Everyone worked from sun-up to sundown; then went to bed 
at night tired, well-fed, and feeling a necessary part of that econ- 
omic activity known as a farm. On Sunday church services 
were the foremost activity of the day followed by such recrea- 
tions as fishing or cow pasture ball games in summer and 
sleighing and ice skating in winter. 

The family was born, lived, worked and died as a functioning 
social and economic unit, each member being a necessary part 
of the whole. Everyone's almost complete interest was absorbed 
in the victories, defeats, pleasures and problems of each M\oii 
member of such family. 

Contrast this with the modern family living in a city or its 
suburbs, where most Americans live today. The father leaves 
for work frequently while the children are still asleep. Mother 
gets up and fbces breakfast as father heads for work. When he 
arrive at work he finds himself in another world completely 
divorced from his family. At work they discuss bowling or 
hunting or next week's wrestling matches or a golf game or 
the Lion's Club or the Masonic Temple or any one of a hundred 
activities that will keep him away from his family. 

Meanwhile, at home the children get up and prepare for school, 
while mother prepares to go to work. At school the children are 
engaged in the serious business of getting an education and pre- 
paring themselves to compete in the world of tomorrow. They 
return home in the afternoon to a house that contains neitoer a 
mother nor a fother. 

Meanwhile mother arrives in her second world: her job. She 
greets her friends and prepares for her day's activities com- 
pletely separate and apart from that of her family's. Mother 
arrives home about six o'clock from the office and suddenly 
remembers that the P.T.A. meets that evening after discover- 
ing ttiat this also happens to be father's night to bowl. She rushes 
around the house and prqares a TV dinner while instructing 
the children to study while she is at the P.T.A. meeting.^ 

When she gets tome tl^ childroi are asleep wito ttie televis- 
ion set turned on, father comes in from bowling and the family 
is reunited. The childroi are tucked in and given their good- 
ni^t kisses; mother and fktho- are too tired to relate their 
experioices fS. the day; Visas the atire &mily falls asleep. 

With this pattern of modern living, it is easy to see how 
every Uxte and economic factor tends to divide tbe family 
rather tlan to unite It. Each member lives in two worlds or 
more accurately each member has a separate world; separate 
from tbe rest ol tbe ftJBi^. Lines of commimication t«)d to 
break down aod Qie r«alts become evid«t In higher divorce 
rat^ and nore ^enUe crloMB.

He is a vibrant littfe gmtle- 
man, full of humor and luippl- 
ness. His unUnedfkceandener- 
g^lc actions belie Oie fact that 
he Is 73 years old. His name 
is 1 Willie Shields, but every- 
body knows him as just plain 
"Willie". 

Willie has workeci for Wilder 
Theatres since 1929 when he 
was employed as a porter at 
the Newport Thieatre on 35th 
Street in Norfolk.

Mystery surrounds the death 
of Edward Grant Lewis who 
Virginia BeaCh police say Had 
been charged with taking part 
In the June 8, 1968 $35,000 
jewel rolAery of the Miller &. 
Rhodes department store in the 
Pembroke Mall. 

Police officials tell the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN Lewis' body 
was found in a roadside ditch 
outside New Philadelphia, Ohio. 
According to CMiio authorities, 
Lewis had been shot In the head. 
Thus tax there has been no 
indication as to what motive 
was behind his demise. 

Lewis, 27, of Atlanta, Ga., 
reportedly turned himself In to 
Mrglnla Beach police m the 
21st of last month and was 
given a preliminary hearing in 
Municipal Court on that same 
day. During this hearing Lewis 
was placed under $20,000 bond, 
which was posted for him, and 
he was released pending fur- 
ther court proceedings. 

On the 5th of March Lewis' 
case was forwarded to Circuit 
Court for grand jury proceed- 
ings. This grand jury is to con- 
vene Friday, at which time a 
decision would have been made 
whether the charges against 



him constituted a true bill and 
be tried at a future date or 
whether the charges should be 
dismissed. 

With the exception of report- 
ing the finding of Lewis' body, 
his cause of death, and that 
he was Identified by means 
of fingerprints, Ohio officials 
have said little else regard- 
ing his death. However, Virginia 
Beach police say they are ex- 
pecting additional word on the 
Investigation within days. 

Police officials also say none 
of the loot from the robbery 
has been recovered, and that 
other suspects are still being 
sought in connection with the

Can Your Child Hear? 



Are you sure your child can 
hear? That's a question being 
answered by members of the 
Suburban Junior Woman's Club 
as 4hey testpre-school children 
in Virginia Beach and Norfolk. 

The first tests given toBeach 
children were at Everett School, 
on Tuesday. The test, which 
takes about five minutes, is 
geared to the level of pre- 
schoolers. 

The children (two at a time) 
listen to a tape recording which 
first allows them to hear sounds 
at a normal speaking level and 
then gradually decreases in 
carefully calibrated steps. The 
child is asked to point to diff- 
erent pictures on a chart. 



' Members of the club has been 
trained to give the test. They 
check the children's responses 
to the tape. Any child who 
misses two straight levels of 
sound is rechecked later. If 
he again has difficuly, his par- 
ents are notified.,. The Ea^er 
Seal. Society is QQ0i;^ratin^,in 
the screening. 

It is estimated that one out 
of every 10 four-year-olds suff- 
ers from a hidden hearing de- 
ficiency. The test is being made 
at local kindergartens without 
charge. Schools desiring to have 
their students screened may 
contact Mrs. D. M. Dale, or 
Mrs. E. C.Stone, Suburban Jun- 
ior chairmen for Hearing 
Screening.

There's a Pattern to Leadership 



Anyone can be a leader if 
she makes up her mind to it— 
at least that's the feeling of 
Mrs. Donald D. Funk, a Reg- 
istered Professional Parliaten- 
tarian who conducted an all-day 
leadership workshop for the 
Virginia Tidewater Unit of the 
National Association of Parlia- 
mentarians last Thursday at 
thte Shore Drive Inn. 

"A leader has a very diff- 
erent picture from a loser," 
said Mrs. Funk. She has many 
looks. She may be a whirling 
bundle of energy or she may, be 
an intellectual. She may look 
like you." 

She suggested that a definite 
plan be mapped to develop lead- 
ership qualities. These qual- 
ities, she said, are energy(phy- 
sical and mental), purpose, 
courage, and preparedness. The 
first step is participation. "Get 
with it and volunteer for any- 
thing." 

Another step is to give opin- 
ions, she said. "As a member 
of an organization you have as 
much right to speak as the next 
person. In fact if you have an 
opinion you have the responsi- 
bility to speak. Know the basic 
steps of parliamentary proce- 
dure then you can speak posit- 
ively. Know the background 
facts. New members or old, you 
should participate. 

"When you take the first 
step toward leadership, your 
enthusiasm will bubble up. En- 
thusiasm is contagious. Think 
positively; a negative attitude 
is contagious too." 

Why should women develop 
leadership? Mrs. Funk gave 
several reasons. One is to Im- 
prove the" organization of which 
you are a member. Another is 
to improve yourself profess- 
ionally if you work. ^^^^ 

The second step to becommg 
a leader is to be a committee 
chairman. "Don't become too 
efficient and over-organized," 
warned Mrs. Funk. "Listen to 
the committee members. Guide 
rather than command." 

From there future leaders 
may rise through the ranks 
of officers to become president 
of their organizations. Mrs, 
Funk said more thought should

be given to filling offices in 
organizations, because they re- 
quire special qualities. 

» A treasurer must have ab- 
solute accuracy, honesty, thrift, 
patience and efficiency. 

A corresponding secretary is 
a communications expert. She 
must keep a record of all corr- 
espondence and the member- 
ship roster up to date. "This 
office is more important but 
given less thought than the 
others," said Mrs. Funk. If 
she does not know proper gram- 
mer or spelling, or cannot exr 
-press herself well, she gives 
a poor image of her organiza- 
tion. 

A recording secretary should 
write and spell accurately. Her 
minutes should reflect a com- 
plete and accurate record of 
what is done, not what is said. 
"Minutes are the legal docum- 
ent of an organization," said 
Mrs. Funk. As an added word, 
she said that minutes should 
never close "respectfully sub- 
mitted." The correct form is 
to say, "There being no further 
business, the meeting was ad- 
journed," followed by the sec- 
retary's signature. 



Mrs. Funk said the first vice 
president should hold no comm- 
ittee chairmanship. "This is no 
longer an honorary position. 
She must know as much about 
what is going on as the presid- 
ent. She should have the same 
qualities as the president." 

The president's office re- 
quired all the qualities of the 
others plus public presence- - 
being able to communicate with 
the outside world and speak aut- 
horitatively. She shouW dele- 
gate responsibility, guide but 
not dictate. 



way to assure a good meet- 
ing is to have good prepara- 
tion. "Check the calendar in 
advance. Check with committee 
chairmen and only call on the 
ones who have reports," 

She also suggested that all 
members have a working know- 
ledge of larliamentary proce- 
dure. "Knowing the rules is 
important to anyone who is 
important." — 

As a final point on the ini- 
portance of leadership, Mrs.

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Roses Date Back in History 



(Editor's note: Here is an- 
other In the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. 
Jdn^, Extension horticult- 
urist at Virginia Tech.) 

Roses are delighful in any 
garden. They flourished in an- 
cient China, Greece, Rome and 
Persia. They have remained 
a favorite flower in this modern 
era and are cultivated and en- 
joyed in aU parts of the world. 

Now is the time to plant 
roses and prepare the ones you 
have for a season of beautiful 
blooms. The planting of new 
varieties should be done about 
four weeks before the average 
last frost date in your area, 
if you use bare root plants. 
Container-grown plants may be 
planted anytime. 

Prune your roses when the 
leaf buds swell, but before act- 
ive growth starts. This will be 
about the time forsythias are 
in bloom. Cut off all winter- 
killed, broken or insect-dam- 
aged or diseased canest 

Most bush roses should be 
pruned to leave about five vig- 
orous canes about two feet tall. 
Severe pruning gives more, but 
smaller , flowers. Hybrid tea 
varieties may be cut back about 
one-fourth to give an abundance 
of small blooms, about one- 
half to produce a moderate 
number of medium sized flow- 
ers and about three-fourths to 
provide a smaller number of 
exhibition size roses. 

Climbing and rambling roses 
should be pruned aher they 
bloom. They produce flowers 
on one - year - old canes from 
buds which developed late last 
summer. If the canes are too 
long they may be reduced now 
to a suitable length for the 
trellis. Do not cut drastically 
and leave only short stems 
as you would for bush roses. 
This would eliminate most of 
your flowers this year. 

After the pruning is done, 
cover the cut end of the canes 
with asphalt wound dressing or 
caulking compound. This will 
prevent the entrance of car- 
penter bees. These insects lay 
eggs which develop into larvae 
that burrow in the canes and 



weaken the bush. 

Weeds and grass should be 
dug out or pulled for a distance 
of at least 18 inches around 
each rose. This can be done 
easily when the soil is moist 
after a rainy period. Do not 
dig too deep and damage the 
roots of your roses. 

To promote vigorous green 
growth, scatter one-half cup of 
5-10-5 fertiliser around each 
bush. "If your soil is quite sandy 
or infertile, use twice as much. 
Scratch this into the top inch 
of soil and water thoroughly. 

Renew the mulch of sawdust, 
wood chips or peat moss to 
a depth of about two inches. 
Your roses should now be ready 
for a season of vigorous growth 
and flower production. Of cour- 
se you must remember to spray 
faithfully every week during 



the summer to control diseases 
and insects. 

Do not forget miniature roses 
when you select new varieties 
this spring. Thejge are not just 
small mutations of regular 
roses. They are tiny plants 
which have been developed from 
hardy little bushes from the 
Swiss Alps. They are fine for 
low border planting, rock gar- 
dens, window boxes and as house 
plants. * 

Miniature roses are very 
hardy and produce blooms less 
than one inch across. They are 
fine for tiny arrangements 
which, may be used as place 
cards at a dinner table.

Hargrow 

To Appear 
In Court 

William E. Hargrow, 19, of 
Pandora Lane, is scheduled to 
enter court tomorrow on char- 
ges of burglarizing Bays Id e 
High School on Dec. 20, 1967. 

Hargrow, who was arrested 
on Feb. 28 of this year, has 
been identified by police as one 
of five men who took- part in 
17 commercial burglaries in 
the city between December 1965 
and December 1967. 

Hargrow's attorney, Bruce G. 
Murphy, filed a motion in Cir- 
cuit Court last Friday calling 
for dismissal of a malicious 
wounding charge filed against 
Hargrow. The charge contends 
Hargrow struck Bennie Glenn 
during an alleged Nov. 17, 1967 
assault, causing Glenn to ex- 
perience jextensiye head injur- 
ies and medical bills. 

Murphy's motion states Har- 
grow did not receive a trial 
within three regularly sched- 
uled terms of court, and there- 
fore under "speedy trial pro- 
visions" of state law the charge 
should be dismissed. 

Glenn has been quoted as say- 
ing he would drop charges pro- 
viding Hargrow is ordered to 
pay medical bills resulting from 
the alleged assault. Glenn also 
reporiedly wished to drop the 
charge due to his not being 
able financially to leave his job 
for repeated court appearances 
in a continued rescheduling 
of Hargrow's trial.

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This is the city's central heating plant at Princess Anne/aithough 
it is often mistaken for one of the court buildings by citizens. 

It's There-What Is It?

The city's central heating 
plant is conspicuously hidden 
in what will eventually be the 
very hub of the municipal com- 
plex at Princess Ani^p, 

The building, which houses 
all the heating and cooling equ- 
ipment for all present buildings 
there and which is expandable 
to meet the needs of future 
buildings, is of the same Col- 
onial design as other city build- 
ings nearby. Unless one is look- 
ing for it specifically, it could 
easily be mistaken for any one 
of the other public service 
buildings in the complex. 

In fact, according to work- 
men in the building, never a 
day goes by without someone 
opening the door, stopping short 
with a startled look and backing 
away mumbling something about 
thinking it was a court building. 

The concept of a central heat- 
ing or cooling plant is not new. 
The major difference in Vir- ' 
ginia Beach's is that modern 
methods have eliminated the 
need for a huge smokestack 
belching black smoke arid that 
all the necessary equipment can 
be placed compactly in a taste- 
fully designed, functional build- 
ing. 

The Virginia B^rach plant 
serves' 12 separate buildings, 
including a fire- station, wel- 
fare building, all court build- 
ings, school board building and 
administration buildings. The 
jail and health department are 
heated by the heating plant boil- 
ers, but no air conditioning is 
provided. 

Basically the plant appears to 
be a two-story building with two 
one-story wings. Inside, how- 
ever, the central portion is only 
one high ceilinged area with a 
maze of pipes extending to the 
roof. One of the wings is a 
shop-storage area, but the other 
is not really a wing at all. 
It is merely three walls with 
no roof built around two water 
cooling towers and a trans- 
former that would otherwise be 
rather unsightly. 

The flat roof houses other 
equipment including the smaU 
smokestack for the boilers. 
None of this can be seen from 
the ground because of the high 
sloping walls that make the 
building appear to have a much 
higher roof. 

There are nearly two miles 
of pipes that run three to four 
feet underground through the 
complex. Hot water at 180 de- 
grees leaves the plant in one 
set of insulated concrete and as- 
bestos lines and returns through 
another set at 160 degrees for 
recirculation. 

Cold water leaves the chiller 
at 43 degrees in a third set 
of pipes and returns in a fourth 
at 54 degrees. A total of 31,100 



gallons of water is recirculated 
in the two systems. In a year's 
time it is estimated that 864,000 
gallons of water is used either 
by evaporation or by bleeding 
it off. 

At present there are two 
boilers, which operate on clean- 
burning, economical No. 4 oil. 
The maximum consumption of 
both is 36 gallons an hour. With 
future buildings expected to be 
added to the system, another 
boiler and possibly two will be 
needed. The compact instrument 
panel is already set up for two 
more, but another large building 
the size of the new Administra- 
tion Building can still be served 
with the present system. ^ 

The air conditioning centri- 
figal compressor chiller is also 
not yet operating at a maximum 
load, but another large building 
would require another chiller, 
for which there is already space 
provided in the building. 

The central heating plant went 
into operation in early 1968, 
but at that time only served a 
few new buildings. Since that 
time work has been continuing 
to install new lines and new air 
handling units in older build- 
ings. As those buildings have 
been joined into the system, 
the old, less economical, 
individual boilers havebeen re- 
moved. 

There is little maintenance 
required on the equipment. Two 
men handle all the regular and 
preventive maintenance in all 
city buildings both in the mun- 
icipal complex and elsewhere 
throughout the city. 

The master plan layout for 
the municipal center calls for 
a number of additional buildings 
in the future as Virginia Beach 
continues its rapid growth. The 
central heating plant will stand 
ready to add to the comfort of 
those who will work there. At 



the same time the building it- 
self is an attractive asset to the 
complex.
